THE CATTLE PLAGUE. 


The Senate Discusses the Scourge 
Now Raging: in the S^ate 
of Kansas. 


The mil Providing For the Rellcr of 
TUouifi' JcffiAntoifo Grandchild

GENERAL WASHINGTON NEWS.

WASHINGTON, March 14.—The inmate to- 
day wrwllwt With Mu* OftUlMdiKJUo question, 
and it came up on the Joint resolution of 
Mr. Plumb to appropriate $«5.Q00 for the 
tr&dicMtion of the foot and month rfi^ea&o in 
Kausu*. The debate took n wide rang*, em¬ 
bracing the cont.tilutio.ial rigbu of the 
States, the right of Cougrcss to aopropriate 
money for such purposes, ami branched at 
times Into a general diicimion of the prin¬ 
ciples involved hi the Pleuropneumonia 
Bill. Strong opposition was shown eg.Unit 
the appropriation immediately under COO si d- 
•ratioo. Nearly all tho Democrat.; who 
spoke characterised it as dangerous iegis!*- 
Uon. 

in opening the debate Mr. Plumb Jre- 
ferred to the alarming proportions the 
disease is OMuming, and rea l n tele¬ 
gram from tho Governor of Kaunas to 
the effect that it soon would be beyond con¬ 
trol. Tho Governor urged au immediate 
appropriation of $00,000 to ’stamp the dis¬ 
ease out. Mr. Cuilom said he knew nothing 
specially os to the condition of affairs in Illi¬ 
nois, but be was satisfied > * nut t tig ought to 
be doue. In his judgment Uro ::mount to be 
appropriated should be increased to #50,000. 

Sir. Williams suggested the wisdom of 
taking up the general bill m regard to dis¬ 
eases among domestic animals instead of 
legislating for particular State.. 

Mr. Hawley said the hutro ought to at¬ 
tend to such matter* Uroiutrolv®*. Connecti¬ 
cut was abundantly able to take care of itself 
and did not want Federal aid in suppi easing 
cattle disease. 

Mr. Plumb replied that Kansas would be 
willing to attend to all matter* gf this kind 
w hich affected iUbitisens alcae. Tuc cattle of 
Kansas, however, wero marketed tu ail parts 
of tho world, and the whole cattle inleiesu 
of the country were concerned in the prompt 
suppression of the foot ami moutu disease, 
which was peculiarly comtnunicabio and 
could not be dealt with l>y the ordinary 
methods. 

Mr. butler opposed toe resolution on the 
ground that the exigentn. * ot I hoc:* so did nut 
require Federal legislation. The alarm and In¬ 
jury to the caLtlo interest had L».tu intuusi- 
liwd by the ugitaUdh for au appropriutlon to 
stamp out diseases among cat lie. 

Mr. Sherman said he Would prefer to have 
this proposition stand aside until tho general 
bill ou the subject came up, so that it might 
be consi iered with tho patience nud gravity 
its importance demanded. Ji« teiubL-d 
whether the disease Imported from Kansas 
and Illinois is tlio foot aui mouth ui.easa. 
If it wo* that fatal disease, which lut i de¬ 
stroyed so many cattle in Eitrojio. it ought 
to be treated with tuo utmost severity and 
promptness of decision, and the power of the 
United blates should bo invoked for its erad¬ 
ication. 

Mr. .Mill r (N. Y.) pointel out that it 
would be several months UP-re the pro¬ 
visions of tho general imm-uro could luto 
operation. Ho, therefore, favored the 
pa-v-.ige of tho joint resmlutiun as a separate 
measure, calk j for by tho emergency of tho 
case. 

Mr. Gnrland said, in view of tho constant¬ 
ly recurring demand - on Congne*- m mailers 
of tl*«* klui, it wins itnportanl ibuio should 
i-oim? general unuurbtanding about it. 
He contended that wbruever ar.y 
section of the coun trv wu-. affile 1 
to an extent which dried and 

went beyond Iho power o* the 1 k?* 1 authori¬ 
ties toreHevo. it was clearly within th • t>o.v- 
erofGmgreo* to step m with redlef meas¬ 
ures, That was a fail* iuuwpiviutnm oi t;ro 
Constitution and a reasouahiu com.; ruction 
ol established precedent*. The iImjamj com¬ 
plained of in Kiinsas waa likely to bci umo a 
great national calamity, ami it was the im¬ 
perative duty of Cougr^i to adopt measures 
to avert it. 

Mr. Vest com bat ted tho pogrf’irni taken by 
the Inst »{eakor, maintaining that the Fed¬ 
eral Government lias uo right to assume ju¬ 
risdiction hi ibe Stales m matter* of this 
kind. 

After supporting Mr. Vest's view of tho 
unronstituLionalitv ot such leg lain tion, Mr. 
Muicv wild the bill wn- tbo most daugurotl* 
one on tho calendar. It wm* au attempt to 
dip deep in the public Treasury, aud . v»uld 
establish a praewieut w hich would wind up 
into the expenditures of untold millions of 
the Federal funds. 

Mr. Coke argued that police powers are 
vested in the States, uud do not come under 
the “general welfare" clause of the Confu¬ 
tation. 

This constitutional question was dUt'ttmed 
further in a learned k.: dry fashion by 
Messrs. Joiie>> (Fla.) nud Call. 

Mr. Ingalls referred i the largo amount of 
capital invented in tho cattle interest, and. 
said it there was tho givat ©xigcucv claimed 
tho sum of ftf5,000 prupo* i to W appro¬ 
priated was onUrnly inadequate to grap¬ 
ple with it. It that *mni wore Mifil- 
ciont, it could easily bo rawed 
by the men who have 9150,000,000 Invested 
in the trade. This Government doe* not 
stand ns a guarantor and iunuror of the 
live stock of the country any more than it 
insures tho •binping or budding interest* 
If the bill rated on any foundation it mart 
rest ou the right of C\nigrc.-;s to deal with 
the question u\ one of mter-retato commerce, 
or under tho clause of the Constitution pro¬ 
viding for tho general welfare. 

“1 am inclined to think,’* Uo mid, ‘'that 
the actual danger that nicnac< a u .. country 
at this time from tb" orupti< ff ■>f i his dl- i • ■ 
lin* l*o*?n exaggerated, and 1 tebov.* limi, 
owhig to the action o( tiro people of Kan«as, 
the dhonbv* l* very hugely und.*r emtrol.

The Pocahontas Mine?, the Scenes 
of Thursday's Frightful Explo¬ 
sion, Now on Fire, 


Rcmlcrtu^ Knlranee Iiiipnnslblo aud 
Only Addin? to tlio Awfulncsa 
of Uio Disaster. 


The Picture of Destruction and Desola¬ 
tion Appalling to the Last 

Detrree. 


The total Number Killed 154, Whose 
Bodies Can Not Be Reached For 
at Least Two Weeks. 


CAUSE OF THE CALAMITY. 


Central, Va., March 14.—Th© news of 
the frightful explosion at tho Pocahontas 
coal nffniM spread rapidly throughout the 
hurrotmdiug section, ami to-day crowds have 
been flocking lo th© scone of tho dbantvr. 
Tho arrival of ©very train increased the 
number, and n constant stream of humanity 
indicates tbo direction of th© mines from th© 
village. A special tram which left Central 
at 6 o'clock last night with the Midlothian 
relief party and newttpspor correspondent* 
ran into a slid© twenty-three roilus east of 
Pocahontas, nnd th© party were belated fir© 
hours. The road is etili blockaded, making 
transfer around tbo wreck necvwirr. 

A visit to tb© tniues this morning pre¬ 
sented to the gax© a sceno baffling all attempts 
at description. From tho mountain j>©ak to 
mountain Ikimo were evidence* of the fright¬ 
ful havoc ivrougbt by the exploviou. Th© 
hillsides in every direction were strewn with 
dehrl.v, and blackened with coal du-l 
blown with terrific force from the entrance 
to the mine*. The seen© of destruction, an¬ 
nihilation am) desolation h appalling to the 
last degre-, nnd when attention l« attracted 
to the blackened and smoky entrances to the 
mini** nnd on© reflect* apofi th© twiritiU fate 
of the 1.V1 human being! whose charred aud 
mangled remains are burned and smoldering 
in that charnal house, they need nott*aaston¬ 
ished if the stoutest heart** quaff and tuo peo¬ 
ple shrink from a nearer upproacu to 
THE AWFUL SCENE. 

The very trees on tb© mountain sides, that 
bare withstood the storms of ages, w»-re torn 
ami blaMcJ, and their branches scattered in 
every conceivable direction. Portions of 
the wreck wore blown clear over tl*e moun¬ 
tain ridge fronting the approaches to th© 
ruins, nnd picked up more than half a mile 
di-tunt. Even th© coal dust was blown over 
the mountain and covers the earth on the 
opposite side to the depth of half an Inch, 
ami Ui© blackened and rent overcoat of a 
dead miner wa« picked up in a gulch 
nearly half a milo away. All the laborers' 
shun tie* in tho vicinity were in >re or less 
wrecked, and those in tb© line of the mine 
approaches were completely demolished. 

.So terrific was tu© fore© of th© explosion 
tlml th© windows in tbo house of a former 
two miles off %vcre shivered. A few minutes 
before tho explosion a train of coal cars had 
been bucked into one of the entrance* to (he 
mine, and tbo locomotlvo had moved some 
distance down th© Lrariq Many of the cars 
war# hurled down th© track and other* 
wrecked, an-l th© debris thrown a groat dis¬ 
tune© up ou th© mountain sides. The heavy 
axles were w rung and twisted into all sorts 
of slut)*© and the wheels cracked and 
brokeu. Th© gulches in front of the min© are 
FILLED WITn WRECKAGE. 

The Pwabonta* mi tie* embrace nu nrea of 
twenty-five miles, that it is to say, a pereon 
traversing ull the chambers and galleries of 
the mines would havo covered that distan*'©. 
There are five entranens, every one of which 
it .seemed as though the jxmt furr within 
filled with foul air which ran iere tbe recov¬ 
ery of the bodies impossible. Every attempt 
made to enter thn mine* has been attended 
with b«ul result, nud in several caws int-n 
have barely escaped dying from the over¬ 
powering gas. The pb^itcians were kept 
busy ves’erriay ministering to such 
cases. Tho farthest entry' effected was by 
a Hungarian, whoso son was buried in the 
minos. Nearly crazed by grief, ho could not 
bo restrained and penetrated to a consider¬ 
able distance, but was eventually forced to 
retire. He reported t-rolng a number of bodies 
in on© chamber, torn and mangled buyond 
s3rablnnce of recognition. Uno was that of 
a youth, ngod thirteen, employed as door- 
boy, who was 

PET OF THE MINING CARP. 

The little fellow had justanteiml tho mines 
when tho explosion occurred. Col. George 
Dodds, of the Midlothian mines, and other 
experienced mining engineers, visited tuo 
mine* this morning aud made an examina¬ 
tion. It was decided unsafe to attempt to 
uso the fau, and orders were immediately 
i^ued to hnve th© mines closed and seulcd as 
the only mean - of suppressing tho fires w hich 
are burning. The higher coni drifts ure not 
burning, it is the fin*? coal at tb© bottom of 
the mines which is afire. Th© entrances will 
be tightly scaled so os to smother th© 
fire. Iu on© of the entrances a tube 
will bo inserted to permit tho eveapo 
of gas. It is impossible to get from 
official* of the mining company tho amouut- 
of damage, winch niu-t tie ruinous. Tho 
mine* will remain sealed for at least two 
weeks, and perhaps longer. When opened 
tUere muit be extensive repairs before tlio 
resumption of work. Fortunately tho min¬ 
ing company ha* a considerable supply of 
coal ou hand, and will not suffer loss iu tho 
matter of supplying the trade. 

MOST or THE MINERS KILLED 
were unmarried. Tho nl;;bt fore© was mainly 
composed of the youngest and most vigorous 
men. Hampton, night foreman, leave* au 
invalid wife and several helpless children. 
One of tho young men killed was the only sou 
of a widow who>e husband perished in th© 
mines several week’? ago. Tho physicians 
sent up from Lynchburg have returned, nnd 
only the mining engineers nnd pres* repre¬ 
sentatives remain on th© ground to*nicht. 

The generally accepted explanation of the 
explosion is, that it was occasioned by fire 
damp. 8mno claim, whnt baa always been 
contradicted hv the min© officials, time there 
H gas in the I’ocahoutus coal, and that the 
explosion was caused by a minor sinking a 
gas Missure. On tbo contrary, experienced 
rongineei* say they have never known a case 
of oxpio?4on from striking gas fissures in a 
inmo aliova tho water level, a* is th© case 
w ith tbe Focabontav Those who contend 
for the first-mentioned theory cite tbe in¬ 
stance of tbo recent killing of two men in 
Pocahontas mines, an alleged, from tb© 
effects of a gas explosion. The men were 
blast tug, nnd After the charge had been 
fixed retired l*ohind u U*dgv, where they 
would be safe from the flying debris, but 
both were killed aud it is believed by gas.

Farther Details of the Desperate Battle Between 
the British aad the Rebels—Tbo Cap¬ 
ture of Bacmah. 


IdSTUEBED OVER LASXXL 


London, March 14.—Further details of 
tb© desperate battle of yesterday between 
Graham's forces and th© rebels, near Tntnat 
Wells, continue to arrive. During the con¬ 
fusion which en*uod when th© Arabs mad© 
their wild rtreb upon th© British linos and 
caused luvui to retreat, the newspaper re¬ 
porters and other uou-combatanui took part 
lu th© fray and used tiioir revolv©ni freely 
and with deadly effect ugaiust th© enemy. 
After tbe buttle. Usman's camp And three 
viiluKv* were burned. Among the trophies, 
Oaamu’si stuudsrd was taken aud Tewfik 
Bey’s, recaptured. Tb© British losses are con* 
siderubiy heavier than first reported. Th®' 
number kid© i reaches 100 and the wounded 
KR>. Gcu. Graham’s forces are returning 
to ssuakun. U*iuan Digma fird to the biffs, 
’i ho Arab-* retreated before tho English slow¬ 
ly and sullenly. They were defeated, 
but not put to rout. They walked 
away a* it sauntering through a buzaar, 
with their arms folded or swinging 
at their Hide-. Many were snot douu, but 
this did not hasten their comixuium*’ speed. 
Judges of th© native character thmk th© 
Arab* are so allied by family ties, that the 
grant loro of hf© will appal them and break 
their faith in Mabdi and their Shieks. It 
was impossible to take any prisoners. Tho 
wounded Arabs would lie motionless, with¬ 
out uttering a single cry or moan, and watch 
their chance to stub tbe advancing Britreh 
with a knife or spear. Tbe victors walkod 
among th® wounded as among so many 
vijiers. A wounded Arab killed a British 
manno (tyring the night. Another at¬ 
tempted to stab Col. Stewart while hU aide- 
de-camp was giving tho wounded man wa¬ 
ter. Admiral Hew. tt to day sent out a 
trash circular to Lhe tribes, warning them if 
they do not olroy tiro ijunmons co submit, 
tiro fate of the Atata who fell at Teb aud tin- 
Taiimi Wells will overtake them. 

Gan. Graham telegraph*! that th# Sheikhs 
are more peaceable siucu Osmau's defeat. It 
is expected tbe road to Berber will bo clear 
within teu days. 

Geu. Graham tclegrnphs that fiv© officers 
and eigbtv-wx mon were killed and eight of¬ 
ficers and 1011 men wounded. The rebels 
li ur ti l wired Irotn 10,000 to 1:2,000. Three 
officers nnd raven men of tho naval brigade 
wero killed at. the guns. Over 2,000rebels 
were killed. The teu-ls charged regardless 
of their great lu*^. They leit <WJU dead nt 
one point of th© square. 

Gcu. Graham and Col. Stewart, with 
tiroir staff*, have returned to Suaklm. Tuo 
wounded will return to-day. Th© latter are 
doing well. While destroying tbe rebel am¬ 
munition the troops utroarlho-i and destroyed 
t?,000 Remington rifles. Wounded rebels 
state that Osman Digma’s nephew and many 
chief* wore killed in Thtinsday ’» fight. Usman 
was pi "sent early m the battle, but fi*-l 
when defeat became evident. Oue thousuud 
file hundred rebel corpse* were found in one 
pit. 

The immense volumes of black smoko 
which rose from the burniug camp nnd vil¬ 
lages mad© a greater impression upon tiro 
fugitives than tbe British proclamation. Be¬ 
fore the bnlUe Usman Digmu went twenty 
mile© to a holy spot to pray for success. 
Gen. Graham la awaiting order* from Lou¬ 
don. 

A Suakim dispatch says: Parties of Arabs 
are wandering over th® battle held in the 
uioonli^bt, mid uttering heart-rending crroi* 
ot grief whenever they find tbe dead IrkIim 
of liieir friends. In tuanv place* the bodies 
are piled in heaps. The Black Watch regi¬ 
ment w as almost denuded of &ub-ulIWr* in 
th© battle. Tbe UuKsian, Italian and French 
urou-of-wnr have offered medical n^ist inec 
to tho Brltbb.

Lexington, March 14.—Tho testimony 
elicited by tho Investigation t >( tbe asylum 
to day wus of a much tuotv- startling charnc- 
trr tunu on \c.tenlny. Tbo clianje* which 
ImVtf been mule against Miss Thornton, tho 
matron, uuio more folly inquired mto, and 
©ovcral wituev-'-x testified ou that point. 

Tho first witness placed on tho stand was 
1>. C. McKinney, who was formerly the 
gnto-kecprr at tbo asylum. After a number 
of questions were muted bun ux to tbo man* 
mtr in which employe* were aliowe l to ab¬ 
sent iboiu*ilve» from the asylum, be wan 
asked if bo ever knew of any »Upplie« being 
taken out at tbo yoto. Here^pouded that be 
knew lu one or tv*o instances, and bad 
Lis suspicious aroused a number of times. 

Tbo tomcuiUe*staled that tu» would not bo 
allowed to state wbat bo know from hear¬ 
say, but asked bilu wiiut bad nrousod bi» 
«,u*picio«tt. 

He refilled that be bad soon n number of 
persons going out at tho gntr who appar¬ 
ently bad Kousething concealed in packages 
under their clothe*. He could not statu pos¬ 
itively as to tin*, however. 

Maj. Johnston objected to hi* stat ittg who 
thee© parties were, and lb© objection was 
sustained. 

Mr. McKinney stated that on several oc¬ 
casions be saw rice, sugar, lard and other 
such supplies scattered along the pavement 
leading out of (bo gate, but did not know 
wno bud curried them out. Ho find rejKirtcd 
to tbo Superintendent that bo suspected 
some ono, but did not btale to tbo commute© 
who it was. 

In regard to tbo morality question which 
bos boon brought into such prominence, bo 
htntod that bo thougut Hr. Chonaull wns 
given tq telling vulgar stories whenever bo 
was in* a good humor. Ho did not know of 
ids ovor acting in an unbecoming maiinur 
before any one. L’apt. Morgan bad gotten 
coal out of tbo asylum pit, but the witness 
bad been told that it was purchased by him 
aud put there for safo-kecplug. The amount 
was from 80 to 100 ImsdieU during the w in¬ 
ter months. He bal thought, this vvus n 
large amount for ouo family to use, and bad 
told Morgan so. 

The next witness placed on the stand was 
Mr. Charles J. Uronstou, Commonwealth's 
Attorney. He was recalled in order to tes¬ 
tify as to a statement made by I)r. Bullock. 
Tho Doctor had testified that be tioheved tho 
grand jury investigation had becu instigated 
by Dr.’Cbonault, and tho report which was 
worded in n very objectionable manner was 
written by Broiiston, who was Hr. t 'Renault's 
nephew. In regard to this matter Mr. llixm- 
©ton elated very positively that Dr. Cbenault 
bad never mentioned tbo matter to him or 
bad anything to do with tho invest ujation 
which wus caused by sworn statement of 
Mr. Fox, published in the Cot hikk-Jol r.\ai. 
and other pliers. \V hen be bad explained 
ib' maitimr in which the grand jury took 
bold of the case Mr. Brouston concluded by 
saying: 

**ln regard to tho statement mad© before 
this committee about the report having been 
written by Hr. Cbetinult’s nephew and my¬ 
self, and the iinpiftnUon cast tbnt I was led 
to prostitute tny office to aid him any way, 

1 1 ar© this to say, and in order that ] may 
not bo mi-understood 1 bavo reduced tho 
statement to writing. 

Mr. Bronston thou read o paper, the sub¬ 
stance of w Inch was that since be bad been 
acting ns Commonwealth's Attorney, sev- 
eiai persons, smarting under the )n»h of vio¬ 
lated law. impugned tbo motive* which 
I rouipted his actions in prosecuting them. 
On account of bis office be bad refrained 
from making tbo matters personal, and had 
only this to say, that all such charges, from 
w bntWer sou rot they originated, were with¬ 
out foundutiou in fact, aud were utterly un- 
quahtiod falsehood©.

"BUSINESS.'* 

PnroAY, March 14.—The breadstutl 
markets were rather nctivo and steady to 
firm, with most change* in eeller’* favor. 
Receipts fair at most points, and a good 
uhippiug demand eoems to be indicated. 
Provisions wore well reported. Cotton 
was firm, and futures were a shade higher. 
Toe week's port receipts were remarkably 
light. The live-stock markets wore quiet, 
w itb hogs about steady, and cattlo, especially 
at the K*ab mrd, decidedly weak. 

In New York, money was easy. Foreigu 
exchange was a trifle higher. Governmeut 
bonds were steady. The stock market w as 
quiet, but prices were slightly derated ou 
most properties. 

lu London. English consols were higher, 
but American railroads were materially 
lower, in Liverpool, corn was low^r, and 
other prod uce quiet previous p rices. 

THE WAREHOUSE FAILURE. 

We have no desire* lo prejudice the case 
of Mason, ino Louisville Warehouseman 
who was sent to' jail yesterday under 
charges of felony, and we write, “more lu 
sorrow than in uuger,’’ for the purpose of 
tirewing some conclusions fi o:n his exam- 
pie for the benefit of tbo public. 

The fuilure of Mason and the exposure 
of his criminal practices present for tho 
• on uierntion of the business'community a 
a icctacle which may possibly lie edifying, 
but i» certainly not in any respect agreea¬ 
ble. Here i* nu adventurer, who camo to 
the city witiiout capital ft few yenr^ ago; 
secures credit; in tints enabled, to compete 
with responsible concern* m«M ricklewly 
l-y Use aid of other people’s money, with 
c eiytliing to make and nothing to loec; 
controls large cotsslguoietits of property 
from the interior, and is furnished by the 
bunks with money to advance thereon, 
and without adequate Individual responsi¬ 
bility, Is allowed to retain poMeKaiou of 
the property upon the security of which 
loans hail hccu made by the bunks, lie 
falls into the practice of utilizing the same 
pro|K*rty in obtaining money or credit to 
its full amount from liiffereui parties, and 
his, creditors finally, secure revenge, but 
not restitution, by lodging him in jail on 
felony warrants for large amounts ot 
money. 

M.vmjn secured Id* tobacco patronage 
partly by the use of the money loaned him 
by tilt* hunks in nu oxe< •$* of confidence, 
nnd partly by the trick of doing business 
I<»r hi* customers at mb s greatly below the 
ntatolanl r-cnlc of charges in this market. 
TUe taller device Influenced not only many 
futmerr . bill idso n number uf t \peiienced 
city dtsalerf. nnd llir-c parties now have 
the •atisbictiou of finding that while they 
saved perhaps one per cent, in selling 
their properly, they have lost iu 
ninny ca* s lou per cent, of th-. 
vnliie, They Urtl* have u lien' 
and 1 uprt--ivc illuMtnition of the “pinny 
vnttc nod pound IooIiaL polU v in business, 
and itiaay at least arc riot likely soon to 
fur^oi that in the end it is the bet Ur part 
oj wh loin to intrust their Imsiu* m to v. idl- 
t»t .biLbed «ml responsible houses oficrai 
mg on a simnhird scale of charges, in 
preference to other concerns whoso only 
pica for business hi that they work cheaply 
and a Ivirncc freely. This cum.- is certainly 
a forcible reminder Hint them are other 
things mom important than * willingness 
to do bmsineds at rate* lower than the re¬ 
sponsible majority consider justified by the 
legitii.into risks nnd expenses inseparable 
frura it. 

Tuu singular latitude allowed Mason by 
the bunk* iu the matter of credit lie.■» put 
it ia liia power to pursue this juy haw king 
policy iu hi* business regardless of the 
financial results, and bus thus created an 
irresponsible and damaging rivalry to the 
solid trader* who have pursued legitimate 
and recognized methods in securing nnd 
handling consignments. 

As to the banks, it is to be presumed, 
notwithstanding the peculiar liberties 
grunted by them to Mason, that they can 
be safely trusted lo take care of themselves, 
but It i*> admissible to suggest that by ad¬ 
hering to methods ol ordinary prudence iu 
the future they may conduce materially to 
the solvency of trade and the prnciice of 
proper business methods. Whether they 
elect to distribute their dividends in a 
lump between settlement days or not 
is a question with which the gen 
oral public has uo particular con- 
cern, except iu so far ns conservative 
banking conduces directly to socud 
method of trade, and rev rkw. It is ob¬ 
viously true that produce held by a ware¬ 
houseman while covered by a loan to the 
name warehouseman, is not a reliable col¬ 
lateral unless be hits other tangible grounds 
of credit. Business reputation and finnn- 
cial responsibility cun alone justify such 
luann. Smaller classes of tradesmen in 
trusted with property to sell are not en 
titled to any credit on such property, un- 
legs it be stored in public warehouses con¬ 
trolled by responsible men and rtprci%niied 
by legal warehouse receipts, Thl* Is the 
law nnd the science of the business, and 
however ranch the enforcement of the rule 
may restrict irresponsible venture*, it will 
never fail to promote the true interests of 
any class of trade. 

We do w* doubt tlmt the country 
patrons of this market, ns well ns otlien., 
will be able to read correctly the 1 . .on* 
of this affair. Il ia Impoosibh* ,,»r them 
to doubt the reliability mid discretion of 
the »ub>lamtal old wnrebouM -r, Inn they 
will perceive that if they chon** to c\pt n 
meat with new devices they must take 
speculators’ risks. It will probably be the 
effect of this affair to promote the welfare 
of tho market

Mr. Henry Watterson Addresses the 
House Committee ou Library 
In Its Support, 


Detailing iu a Long nnd Exhaustive 
Examination the Purposes or the 
Proposed Measure. 


Afternoon Newspapers and the Country 
Press Not In the Least Affected 
By the Bill, 


Which Seeks Only to Protect All Papers 
From the Piracy of Concurrent 
Publications. 


ONLY JUSTICE j&SlSLZBTD 


WismsoTOX, March 11.—Henry Wattor- 
son appeared before tho Joint Committee uu 
Library tuis morning and made an argument 
lu ftiippou of the Newspaper Copyright Bill. 
In answer to an mquiry by a member of the 
commute*, Mr. Wattcr*ou s»aid the mmap- 
prehension with regard t<i the i»cur*« of tho 
bill bad grown out of tile fact that tho origi¬ 
nal draft provided for exdu*iveiie« in pub¬ 
lished matter for a period of 48 h«>uia, which 
time wua subsequently reduced to V? I i»« ui*s. 
Both forms uero impracticablo aud unneces¬ 
sary, Mr. Watterson said, and the presented 
1>U1 granting a copyright for 8 houi > was nil 
that was sought by thu promoter* of the 
measure. Iu object was simply to prevent 
the pirating ol nawn by concurrent publica¬ 
tions. II* illustrated the purpose of the b 11 
qnd tbe evil it was designed to correct by 
numerous examples. Ho said it did not %ct 
an n bar to reproduction by un nfter- 
’ noon newspnpor of matter which np)Htared 
In the moniing papers, and could 
uot m the smallest degree affect what Is 
known a* the “country press.*’ ft simply 
provide* that from tbc hour ot goiiu- to 
pre*» u newspaper or an ah-ociatioti of now *»- 
paiiers shall have the exclusive light to the 
u*m aud profit of the matter they have 
bougiit and paid for. For instance, If n 
n*‘W#pnper g«*s to press at tt o’ch** k, the 
eight-hour terra expires at 11. Tkh. makes 
no bar to the publication of tietv* fr**ni the 
morning papers by the afteru'Kin paper*.

Mr. feberumn—“How soon afterwardp* 
“With the greatly increased facilities for 
press-work and type-setting it is a mere mat¬ 
ter of a few miiiutea." 

Mr. Sbermnu—“And then they would trll 
that edition of nows on the street at the samo 
time!' 1 

“Bractlcallv at tbo Hune time. For In¬ 
stance, under the present abx-noo of law I 
may open an office in New York at 8 o’clock 
m tho nioridiig, having my aMRitauU and 
typo-settere idl in ruadinei-s, and may obtain 
early copies of 'the New York papers and 
may issue n nowvpaper containing every¬ 
thing good m oil thoM papers and undoraJll 
them all. I may issue ih atolun property 
without one* line of origina! matter.”

Now 
could not many intelligent luoii employed iu 
any city newspaper office rend that and in 
ten mmutex after reading it begin to dictato 
as fast a- ;t could bn wri’ten down or set up 
a statement of every material luct, com¬ 
posed aud put together in their owu way, so 
they would btv* wnd-d every legnl prohibi¬ 
tion while availing them»trlve* of every fact 
of n«w»| You remnuetnbu* tbo ConsUiutu.il 
give** Ui only l flu right to protect the author 
and not the discoverer of the historical fact." 

“I should say that would bo no infring-- 
ment of tho copyright, because you could 
never prove Whore these fact- were ob¬ 
tained. 1 admit tluil after a fact i» pub- 
1 ihUo*I tiro knowlMdgo of ihe fact t* public 
|iropei*ty. I simply maintain that tbo meth¬ 
od of obtaining a fact which ho* cost me 
groat outlay—" 

Mr. Hoar (interrupting)—“Now. is it not 
true that tbc reai thing to be protected w the 
discovery of the fact itself—that is, what a 
newspaper man ha* labored at! Suppose 
Mr. *Smallt*y rend* a column of matter to 
his paper, mid tromo inferior waiter Minds n 
column of mutter to another competing 
paj*er. The first u an expert, clear, accu¬ 
rate account , and it* value is euhaiice*! by 
Smalley’s character au u writer. Now, I 
think both iiapcre should bo protected 
against each other, if need bo, iu their poeu- 
har tnetholi of tlatiug the cx.seJ' 

Mr. Voorhecii—would not givoavoto 
that wonW crowd tbo little fellows or seem 
to pres* the smaller new-] aner concern* of 
the country. 1 didn't understand that thl* 
; i* any put pose of tho bill, yet there is on ap¬ 


prehension all over tho couutry to that effect. 

I received throe or four dispatches yesterday 
aud I received one this morning from men 
connected with small dailies who bail burned 
this bearing was to take place. H I under¬ 
stand you tbL measure would rnolnly apply

Mr. Yoorbees—“No; the Indiauapoltt 
morning papers are struck off about 3:1K> or 
1 in the morning.

1 took Terre Haute as a very g*H>d example, 
because it is close to a city using a large part,

Keprejrimtative Singleton—“Yc*u sav a 
ncwi.pa|ier goes to press nt 3 o'clock. IV hat 
tim« do they issue f” 

Mr. Watterson—“An early copy of a 
newspaper uiay bo bought or stolcu five 
minute* after going to press." 

Mr. Biugietun—“Suppose* a paper at Vicks- 
burg or N *w Orleans comes out, wiy nt 8 
o'clock, would not the correspondent of thot 
pn|N!r be prevented (rein telegraphing that 
new*, or would I; not operate to that ex- 
tcutf' 

Mr. Watterson—“T^st us take an illu«tra- 
tion. A publishes a pajwr at Yicksburg and 
pays for tn© Associate i 1‘re-s matter, or for 
that of any other association. B publishes 
a paj*cr nml doer not pay a cent to any one 
for hi9 news. Now, should this—” 

Mr. Singleton (Interrupting!—“I am not 
m > ilcmg ot tho justice of the mailer. Would 
it prevent p.q>ers publishing at 7 or 8 
o*cl')ckf’’ 

Mr. Wnttereon—“Very few*. If any, daily 
neu:.papor<* aie publiibcd us late a* that.. 
They usually go to press at Vick*burg at 5 
o'clock; that i* G or 7 o’clock in New York. 
Tho difference iu time would enable a news¬ 
paper in Vicksburg, which preposed to live 
by piracy, to ol nnd publish its matter far 
thu more ci>*t of the telegraphing and tvp©- 
Nctiing. It is precisely tbo point ot which 
this bill B aimed. It would affect no news- 
pnp«*r which didn't propose to obtain its mai¬ 
ler by robtivry. It could n >1 p. ^stbly affect 
a newspaper paying for it* news.’’ 

Mr. .Singleton—"Who do von umlcrttnml 
by tha Constitution is entitled to take out a 
copywght—is it tho author or tho man who 
purcuaic* fiorn the author I" 

Mr. Watterson—“At t he suggestion t»f the 
Chairman of the coinmiU’o l struck out a 
seetton of thl* bill narrating and specifying 
tbo inudo and persons who *buuld toko out o 
copyright. Sei»ab»r Sherman thought it 
wotiWl put an odditiunal duty Ufidti the 
Librarian of Congress and upon tho Cnited 
Slate* Court*, which were specified In the 
section. I snppoto that the publisher, w ho 
i*, or who represents tiie owner «*f a news¬ 
paper , 14 tbo persou entitled to protection." 

Kepro-etifntfve Woodward—“As defend¬ 
ant or plaintiff!" 

Mr. Watterson— 1 'A* plaintiff." 

A colloquy ensued a* to tho constitutional 
power of Congress to grant a copyright to 
any person other than the author or invent¬ 
or. The law vra* read and found to give 
tnu ri-'iit to v ‘proprietors” in express terms. 

Librarian Sj*»fTorrt, who was pjfexUit, re¬ 
marked that about two-thirds of the copy¬ 
right* issued are to proprietors. 

A suggestion wo* made bv Senstor Hoar 
that the measure required an amendment. so 
as to designate the person in whose name the 
right should vest. 

Mr. Watterson said any form which would 
secure the emL proposed Would be accepta¬ 
ble. 

Mr. Voorhoes—“Col. Watterson, do you 
think th*»re is sufficient abuse; that U is a 
grave enough abuse to call for tins legisla¬ 
tion?" 

Mr. Watterson—“Ye*, sir. I think that 
the increased facilities for newsfvnpfr repro¬ 
duction give very great temptation (or the 
me ol pirated matter. In my opt*ion, this 
specie* of robbery Is decidedly ou tiie in- 
creai-e.” Continuing. Mr. Watterson said: 
“1 • an not see why Congress stioull refuso 
lt.« recognition of n now class of property 
which modern inventions, the telegraph, 
* t**If-plion© and railroad*, have brought into 
being." 

Senator Hoar asked why tho pvrpoae of 
the promoter* of the bill could not b« accom¬ 
pli-^- l by provt ting simply that the present 
copyright law should extend for eight hour* 
to all dully and weekly unwipapers without 
filing a copy of the publication with the Li¬ 
brarian of Congress. 

Mr. Watterson said the object was to pre- 
vctil concurrent publication, and *hatever 
would L« >t accomplish that would bo ac¬ 
ceptable. 

Representative Nutting called Mr. Watter- 
son’s attention to tiie a>*crtiim frequently 
made that the purchaser of a now«pnner be- 
Clinics the absolute owner of it* contents, and 
askod bim whnt he thought of it. 

Mr. Watterson replied that the parviur-er 
of a copy of a newspaper has morally no mure 
right to reproduce it* content* forooseurrent 
vile than tbe purchaser of a b:K»k lias tho 
right to reproduce or sell it. in both cases 
the buyer procure* a copy for ht*uwo private 
n«* t not far multi nil oat ion aud sale iu cotn- 
IM'tidon with the original publication. Tho 
fact that that book is protected by 
tho law and a newspaper is not furnishes 
a reason for the enactment of lid* 
bill. In conclusion, Mr. W attoreon said 
the bill under cotL«ideratloti did nol affoot 
wlmt was called couutry ncw*puptrs # one 
iota. There were, ho said, no sup]iosabla 
conditiou* in which, a* a practical question, 
they could be nflfooted by it. He Likd ran¬ 
sacked his imagination unsuccessfully for 
some concoivablo w«v in which an infringe¬ 
ment on ihe piopooed bill could lien-tli the 
couutry prea*. Nor did it affect the after¬ 
noon p-np -rs. Tho mlsapproheiwnxi hi the 
public mind had grown out of the original 
suggestion that tho protection should cover 
ff t or 18 hours, which suggesuou was incon- 
siderale and untenable. *

A CHIME AVENGED. 


Frank W. Slagel, the Murderer of 
Three Men in Pulaski Couuty, 
Ky., Hanged at Somerset. 


The As*ns*hi, the* Perfect Picture or 
Bistros*, Steps Into Eternity 
Withont Special Event 

A History of His Crmp, Which Was One 
of the Worst Ever Committed 
in the Statcx 


Matt. Lewis, a St. Louis Wife*murderer f 
Executed After a Long Delay 
of Justice. 


TWO MURDERERS REPRIEVED.

SttMKHftET, Ky., March 14.—Frank W. 
Slngcl, about ff<l year* of ago. wa* hanged 
hero at 1:15 this afternoon. Ho wo* con¬ 
demned for the most shocking crime ever 
committed in Pulaski couuty—a cold-blooded 
aud pitiicw, u>*nviUiaiion of three men. while 
In a deep uud inloxicated ftiuuibcr. for their 
little money and pirqicrty. The evidi-nco, 
however, coitticcting him with the offenao ia 
purely circumstantial, but Ibesc circum¬ 
stance* are most {mtrnt and conclusive. 

Slagel sjM'til at) ahiiret sleepiest night, ate 
no breakfast, and wo* the perfe**! picture of 
dlstresi thi* morning. To a reporter be said: 
“I did not do the killing, but was present 
nnd saw another do it. 1 got tbe money and 
tuings not to tell. There i« a woman in the 
case who wo* present and could tell all about 
It." He piv>f->*e l religion l»*t night. Tho 
crowd in tow a numbered about 5,0uu |ko- 
plo, but thore was no excitement. Tho 
galluw# was tho old-fashioned upright*.seven¬ 
teen feet high, with a cross-bcum and trap, 
the drop being six feet. It wa* situated in a 
large inclomre, thiruvn feet high, ai^l none 
of tho anxious crowd were admitted, th<.«o 
inside only lurludlng officers, physicians and 
reporter*. A special police force, armed 
with guns, guarded the ittekauve. Two 
physician! had purchased .Slngei’* lK»dy of 
him for $25, and it was at once turned over 
to them without burial. 

The amt her of the murder©) men wo* tbo 
only wumnu who witnessed the execution. 

THE CltWIE. 

On the evening of the 14Hi of last August 
a i»qund of im n who were nt work CUtt .ng 
railroad era** thu, ah-rit two.tnUss from Flat 
Rock, on the Cincinnati Southern railroad, 
wore attracted by moan* which scenisd to 
proceed from tiie foot of a bluff near by. 
They went to the place and were horror- 
stricken to find twuof their fellow-workimn, 
John U’Dalr an*i James (j’Dair, with their 
heails terribly madiod with some heavy in¬ 
strument—one of them dead—the other, 
Jume» O’Dalr, Hi a dying condition, but tho 
latter retained sufficient life to state that 
8Lagel and a man by tn-* uume of George 
Taylor hid killed hi* brother and Jowpli 
ChUorn by >triking them un the head w»;k 
an ax. and had struck him in the same man¬ 
ner and thi -jwu him over the cliff fur dead. 

Tho workmen then went up to a rock hom>e 
on Lbe top uf tiie cliff ifuiii *din;©lv above 
where the O'Daft* were found, and which 
they knew h.vl bv *11 occupied by the O'Rair*, 
one Jos.qth l laitmrn, nnd the cunfloiuiicd 
man, 1*. VV. Mag ;i. a* n camp. Here they 
found Cioiborn’s Gwly ou the e/lg© of tho 
cliff, on the outride of the rook house, his 
head* also mashed with nu ax. which wav 
found in tuerock house bloody. Thaother 
threu m«i which ba<l been use 1 by the party 
iu cutting timber, were also found lu tno 
rock houH©, but no blood upon them. 1 hreo 
pullvU, lying side by side, with the foot 
toward the fire, had a pool of blood nt the 
head of each. The fourth (ialh«t. laid trans- 
versely at the head of the three, was un¬ 
stained by blood, aud at it* head wo* Slagel*s 
oi l bat, nnd ol it* foot hi* shoe*. Telegrams 
v en* immediately smi to Monticelln, Ky., 
Stagel'a old home. 115 miles fnmi tiie si.vnc of 
tbe slaughter. He was thoro found, arrested 
and lodged in the Somer*M*t jail. 

On trmj in last October it appeared that 
on tb» evening of the ifitu of August-the 
condemned, in company with the two 
O’Dsirsnnd (’laiborn. w*mt to Mart. Love’* 
mi louu, ot Flat Rock, where Cl alburn, m 
the presence of Hhj otlicrs, L-ught a quart of 
whisky, paid ^1. and received In, change 
for a ^ 10 bill. A few minute* afterward 
Hlagclgota $20 bill change-1, repaired to 
ilia shade uf tho salouu. and shortly thereaf¬ 
ter was seen counting the money mi the knee 
of one of tho O’Dalrs. They all loft tb© *a- 
l<x*n together about sundown, and were all 
intoxicated except Slagel, who was appa¬ 
rently Huber. Only u few days before ho 
bud Ixsrn heard to say lie bnd uo money. The 
O’Daire were known to have brought about 
f40 to the camp with them. On the l.’Ph, 
aliout midnight, Slngei came to laley Hill'* 
saloon, on the mil road, about three mile* 
from the scene of the tragedy, and inquired 
if the express could be flagged at 
Greenwood that night. On being 
informed that it could uot, he stopped 
ouuido tho salonu and was heard talking 
to an unknown person. He was next seen 
at Greenwood staiion whore tig made the 
same mqulrie* and received the srniio nn- 
awer. i'he next day at Hum side, on his 
way to Moutlcello, ho bought a pistol and 
cartridges. Arrived at. Monticollo. he told 
a frlaud, on© James Cox, that he “expected 
to l>o accused of the killing of Jim O'ihiir 
aud other*on the L. and N. road." He also 
sold a watch for $5, which prorod to be Jim 
O'Hair’s watch. When tbe telegram wm 
received nnd he was arrested, be hod iu his 
povitsvion $1U 50 and a gun belonging to 
Glaibonu and had on Claiborn’s coat, vest, 
lint and TinoU, all of which ho claimed to 
have bought. 

So sirong and conclusive was the evidence 
that hi* attorney* coutiuedthem-Nclve*chiefly 
to an attempt to influence the jury to tlx hi* 
punishment at lifo imprisonmuut lust ail of 
death; but the jury, after a short delibera- 
tiun, found him guilty, an 1 fixed his punish¬ 
ment at death. Tho Judgo sentenced the 
prisoner to lie hung on tho 8tU day of Jnu- 
uary. Tho case was taken to tbo Court of 
Appeals, was there affirmed, and Gov. Knott 
sot Friday, March 14, for hu execution.

St. Lons, March 14.—Mutt. Lewis, col¬ 
ored, was hanged here early this morning for 
tbe murder of hk» wife in October, lS7ff. 
Lewis quarreled with his wffo uud cut her 
throat, In u fit of jealousy. He escaped, but 
wus arrested nearly a year afterward. Ho 
has been in jail seven years, during which be 
had four trials, lie was sentenced to bo. 
hanged September 6, 1878; was again con¬ 
victed November 2U, 1*79, and Fobruary 
14, 18S2, but get a now trial each time. He 
was convicted the Last time February 14, 
1883, on which conviction he wus hanged 
to-day. after an appeal in vain to both the 
Supreme Court aud the Governor. Lewis 
passed a quid night. lie was attended this 
morning by Rov. Smith Claiborne, colored, 
pastor of Zion church. Tho execution was 
without event. After tho poet mortem the 
body whs turned ovor to bis friends, aud 
public funeral services were held at Clai¬ 
borne’s church.

It is in Conflict With the Constitution of 
Tennessee, and Attempts to Regu¬ 
late Inter-State Commerce. 


FULL TEXT OF THE DECISION’S- 


No decision recently rendered in rail¬ 
road case* has attracted wider (intention, 
and none is of more general iuLoftwt. limn 
that rendered by Judges Baxter, KeyYnttl 
Hammond at Nashville. Feb. JO, Jt is 
aigulticaut that, though it is a Fedora 1 
Court deciidou, two of the Judges are 
Tennesseans. The importance of the 
case and the geueral tiemnud for tho text 
of the decisions calls for tlfcir publication 
iu full:

The Louisville and Nashville Railroad < ompany 
v#. i ho Rail road Cotumiwkxi of TvnMMeSe, And 
the Kant Trnoonotetr. Vn-juda and Ueorffta Roil-« 
r*d < Vnipaiij vs. the Railroad ( guiitiunv^ uX 
Tonoestee- 

Tbe complainant claim* to l»a corpora- 
lion ami citizen of Kentucky, and the de¬ 
fendant* nr© tbo “Haiirond «lomroiswon,” 
appointed under, and pursuant to, the act of 
March IU), ltftfo. Th© provision* of this net, 
ho far ns they are material, will hi* recited in 
the progress of this opinion. H is enough 
for the present to say that it purfiorL; to vcM 
the defendant* with general eiqtervhflpn of 
all the iailruner» and railroad op.-rations m 
Tennessee. The complainant, who owns and 
operate.', severnl railroads in the Slate, con¬ 
tends, tlr*t. that saul act w*» not poned in 
the manner prescribed and aucordiug to the 
formalities r^uirod by the constitution, or? 
if it was. It mss not pa*«#d in the form in 
whiah H has been promulgated; and, sec¬ 
ondly, if constitutionally enacted, it In re¬ 
pugnant to the State and Federal conslitu- 
tiuns, and therefore void nnd inoperative. It 
furthermore complains that the defendant* 
are about to eutorce the ymip to it* great 
detriment and irreparable injury, and prays 
for an injunction to restrain the deieudaul* 
from interfering, under tbo color thvroot, 
with it» property ur busmen. 

Per contra the defaudunU insist that tbo 
act was regularly |Miv»ed a* promulgated, 
nnd that it is, in all of its provision*, w train 
the coiwtituiional prerogative# of the Gen- 
eral Assembly and a valid enactment, and 
that the enforcement thereof by them w ilt bu 
m> legal wrong of which the complainant Lo# 
anv right to eouiplalu. 

Uur duty, therefore, is to itiqnire and de¬ 
termine w hether there is any irrocarinlabD 
repugnance between the act nnd the State or 
Federal Constitutions. Its first declaration 
ts that all railroad* in tito Kiate are public 
highways, over which all |viai>iu> hove equal 
rights of transportation for their jh r*ou*aud 
freight, on ttir payment of a just and rvnvon- 
ahle cetii|icn>MMon tbeNlQf. To this we 
fully a*Hrnt. Railroad* hove been created 
mainly for the nrcnnimodalfon of the public 
und to facilitate the business of the country. 
They are in<Ji>iM*n*at»h> to the rapid nnd 
cheap truiiM**! intioii of commercial com¬ 
modities. Under the fostering earn and pro¬ 
tection hitherto extended to them, they have 
expanded into huge proportion*. With the 
beginning of ttu* year wo had 133,000 
roller of road, representing more than 
$a>,0OO,U0O,u0O of capital, giving‘employ¬ 
ment. to 300,000 people, nud in tlio anminl 
receipt of more thnn $tfi>0,000,000 of earn¬ 
ings. They (**rmeato every pari of ihU ex¬ 
tended country, and in u lurge u©u»uro 
mou ©polite the entire inland carrying bu»R 
life.*. Everybody, from the very exigencies 
Of huritiCHS, ts ri-mprlled to patron)/.* them, 
lit thi# regard burin©** men nre hit without 
any option. It unrestrained by wboleMim© 
leg siatmn. tbo public would (hi very uiilcll 
hi r hem mercy. They could, by unjust dts- 
crimiuAtinn*, made under the- name of draw - 
liacks, rebates or other diringannuu* |itV- 
tene**#, favor frigid*and opj ie - opponents, 
aud sc. ndjiwt ami graduate tnetr rates ac¬ 
cording to the exigencies of fluctuating mar¬ 
ket*. os to secure to tbeuuudv© ♦ or tin**? who 
operate them nn undue proportton of ad¬ 
vancing price*, it would, therefore, in view 
oi these obvious possibilities, bo a hu¬ 
miliating confession to admit that 
there was no reserved ptw*r, cither in 
the t ottrt or the Lcglfdat uii*. »<• protect 
the public against such possible aim 
11- do not besltat** to ntflrut the exist 
eocsof such a power. Every owner of 

I iropurtv. howevur absolute And unqualified 
Its title, holds It subject to the implied lia¬ 
bility that the u -«? thereof shall nu» 1>« inju- 
nous to tlio public. Right* of property, like 
social and conventional rights, arc htdd sub 
jeet to such reasonable ilaiitaUons m regard 
to their enjoyment as shall prevent, them 
from being injurious to tho rights of other*, 
nud to such ren»<mable restraint# and ivgula- 
14ou*. In be established by law*, as tha I^u- 
lature may from litm* to time ordain and 
establish. It is, in this manciple, applicable 
alike to all kinds of property, generally de¬ 
nominated the “pcrfitv pOwrr r ' of tin? State, 
tiiat the authority Is found for such control 
over individual* and oorf Mirations, und ovt-r 
their property, ns is necessary (o insure 
safety to nil nnd promote the public conve¬ 
nience and welfare. And in the exercise of 
tin* reserved authority, tho Legislature may 
require ruilroad corporations and poreoii** 
operating railroads in the State to ohu-rvu 
precautionary measure* aguiust accident, 
forbid unjust discrimination und exturiiou- 
ate charge., nud, whore there is no valid 
contract to tho contrary, proseribo n renaon- 
ble mnxiiuuiu of charges for tlio -. -rvloes to 
bo performed by tueiu, und enforce the same 
by appropriate pains and penalties. There 
are many other things that may L • lawfully 
exacted of them, which need n-A be recapit¬ 
ulated here. The L gislature. howev.-r, can 
not, utider the pretense of regulation, depriv« 
a corporation of any o! its essential right# 
and privilege*, hr other word*, tho rules 
prottcriM end tho powor exerted must bo 
within the potitse power mJnct. and not cov¬ 
ert amendment# to their charter* in curtail¬ 
ment of their corporate fianclnsus. Nor 
can tho Legislature, in tlio oxerutse of this 
power, make any regulation iu contrav-n 
lion of tho Htate »-r National Const it uti«>n. 
Every statute which invades A«-su*l right*, 
inflicts punbbment or takes private prOfier- 
ty otherwise Hum i»y duo process of law, im¬ 
pairs tho obhgatiou or valid contract* «»r 
denwn to any one or mure ftci soiu tho equal 
protection of the J.iw, ore Unconstitutional 
and invalid. Does the act Inque*tmn violate 
any of these principhKf As v*o have seen, it 
UfrsuiiH’* to tho defendants with a gener¬ 
al supervision of nil railroads and railroad 
operations m tho Slap*, and makes it their 
duty “to consider aud carefully rv«diM» tho 
tarifT* ami charges for TttumporUttlOii.** etc.. 
uml if, in their judgment, the rate charged 
by them “is more thnn a just and reasonable 
com )M-n*at lull for the service to Li 
|K?rformed, or if itudi rate . “amount * 
to mnust und uiucaiionnbio disci tin- 
irmtiuu" ngaitist n»y parson, locality 
or corporation, they arv to notify sai l cor- 
poratlon, etc., of the charge* nvcoaiO’ to 
txsiuce the rule to a “ju*t and rcavnnible 
compensation** nnd to “avoid unjust and 
unreasonable di»criiiiiiuitUin, : ’ and “wlu'ii 
such change* are made or deemed unneces¬ 
sary,’’said Commissioners are commanded 
to append a ccrtihcata oi approval to the 
schedule of clmrg^* so authorized by them, 
and tho rule-* thu* lixed, upprovtsl and certi¬ 
fied, (.ball he jtrium-fiivic evidence of tho 
n nst.nal»leTie?v> and judi« o of the sanw; but 
they are never*helos &uUjov‘l to iX'MHton by 
juries as will bo UeretnAlter shown. 

Tbo act doe- not. to express terms, com¬ 
mand milroad t urriers to adopt the rates 
prescribed by tho (:• nunb>;ioners, but jiro- 
vidtH» that if they diall •‘exact and rwotvo” 
more than “a just and reasonable compensa¬ 
tion,’’ or “demand motw than the rates 
htiecifled ill any bill of lading Kvitvd by 
them res])ect»veiy, or shall for their “ad¬ 
vantage or for tbo advantage of any con¬ 
necting line.’* or of “anv |»*j>on or local¬ 
ity,” or if such railroad corporation makes 
any “unjust or unreasonable dieerhuma- 
U*n,”etc. (unless in tbo fnlflllment of an 
existing contract, or some contract to be 
thereafter made for the purpose of develop¬ 
ing some industrial enterprise), it shall ho 
htdd pnma facie guilty of the crime of ex¬ 
tortion as defined by the act, and subjected 
to the pains and penalties therein imposed; 


and every “injured” party l* authorized to 
»ue for each extortionnte charge and recover 
“ten tnue* the amount of the damages sus¬ 
tained” nnd a reasonable feo for his counsel, 
unless It sliall appear that the alleged ex¬ 
tortionate charge conformed to the rate* 
fixed by tbo Commission, in w hich contin¬ 
gency (if the jury shall entertain the opinion 
that the rates so fixed ur© too high, or 
amount to an unjust aud unreasonable dis¬ 
crimination! they are required to find for the 
plaintil!’, but only for his actual damages, 
excluding the fee to counsel. 

Furthermore, tho Commissioners them¬ 
selves are not buund by tho rates prescribed 
by i btMu. On t he eont rary, they are ch« rged 
with the duty of “investigating” and “de¬ 
termining” whether any of the provisions of 
*nld act are violated, and whenever sat idled 
violations thereof have occurred, notwith¬ 
standing the corporation ioav have charged 
the rates fixed and authori^yd by them, they 
mo peremptorily commanded by the statute 
to bring suit* for every such violation against 
the otfeudur m the name and for the t*>nelit 
of the State; and if upon tho trial tho jury 
shall believe from the testimony adduced 
tbnt the charges nr# “uujust and* unreason¬ 
able,” or that they “amount to unjust and 
unrraeotinblo discrimination.” their verdict 
must bo for tho State, and they are required 
t * assAos aud return therewith a jofiinlty of 
uoi le?» than 1100 nor more than #1,000, and 
tbe court tJtolt render judgment tnerefor. 

Tho complutnaut Insists that the act h* too 
indefinite to sustain a suit for tho penalties 
therein unpaged, the offenses for whitfii said 
puunllir- are to be Inflicted not licing utifli- 
cientjy defined. The definition of tho rruc 
principle of those offense is, first, the taking 
of “uujustand unrensonnbiecomi.en*Atiun,” 
and, secondly, the making of “unjust and 
unreasonable discriminations.” Hut what is 
unjust ami unreasonable compon-atk.n, and 
innifit^nnd unreasonable discriminationf 
And can nn action, qua*i eriminai, be pmii- 
rated thcroon' It was expressly held to the 
t ontrarv in the cuse of Cowan, MrCtung tP 
Co. rs. thr hast J arm., lo. and Ua. Ji. II. 
Co,, de*.'idtHl n few years since at Knoxville 
(but not reported),*bi*’nu<e, as the Darned 
Judge wild, “it vtould have to he left to a 
jury, upon the proof, to say whether the 
U fTerouca” in tho rates “was discrimination 
or not,” ami that the same ditferenc© 

*‘might in one instance ho hold a violation of 
the law, and in another not,” thus making 
tho guilt or innocence of thonccu.cd depend¬ 
ent ujxm (ho finding of tbo Jury, anil uni 
U)(Oa a construction of tbo an. “This,” ho 
wild, “I think can not be done. ’* 

If this deci*ion is authoritative, it is con¬ 
clusive of Urn part of this case. We think 
the decUiou clearly rigLt. Questions a* to 
what U a rea-ointd© time fur the perform¬ 
ance of, a contract, nr reasonable co iipeuKa- 
tion for work and labor done by one man nt 
the request of another without auy atipulu- 
tion as to the price to be paid, and other ilk© 
cami*. frtquentlv arise in civil controversies. 
Rut the law furniihe-, in all such c/im-h, u 
xtantfrmf of compensation for the gui lance 
of the jury. Without such legal standard 
there could b© no reasomtblo uppruxtmatioii 
to uniform results; the verdicts of juries 
would be as variant as their prejudice*, and 
tins couid not bo tolerate I. to thus rvlegato 
the tidmiTiistratiao of tin* law tn tho unre¬ 
strained discretion of tha jury; to thus au¬ 
thorize them to determine the measure of 
damage* and thnn n-sew tho amount to which 
u piuinUtT limy bo entitled, would mevitabjy 
lend to inequities and to injustice. Hence 
tut! statute under consideration undertake* 
to supply thi* deside, ntuni by which jurivs 
are to be governed in tho determination of 
tlio questions submitted to linuu. That 
standard is “that no rates or charges for 
services in the iranqMjrtntion of freight 
over auy railroad, shall lx* held or consider- 
e«l extortionate or exces-ive nnd tr any pro¬ 
ceeding under thin atg. if it apiMmrs from 
the evidem*e that tho net earnings from its 
ym^eng* r nnu other traffic would not amount 
iu more t han a fair and juM return an tho 
value of which such railroad* wtui it* ap- 
purletmiu - aud v>(Uipmonls to be aos cased 
Jor lujHition." 

Thu definition is somowbat obscure. Out, 
however interpreted, it doe* not obvia e the 
objection made or nutignto its force, but lu- 
tcn-ifle* pro-exMing doubts. The value l* to 
be the amount at which tho road, its appur¬ 
tenances and equipments are "tot* utotetsed 
Jor ta ration.” Rut whut as^sMiient « to 
goteruf the one made befon? or alter tho ai- 
Daed overcharge or prohibited dtscriittiua 
tion? ‘Jho language of the Met U “fo bras- 
*r.a,ied.” But wo will not tarry betv. Sup- 
p-.Miw the value satLfootOriiy ascertained,bow 
and upon whnt baiU arc the uet earnings to 
l>a computed) Istue estimate to bo bu*«d on 
jK»*t receiptv t cmii i«-nt income or nnUci|»at-d 

• arnbigsl k> the accus'd corporation to bo 
held to anticijiat* it^ future operation-, 
foresee (he um > iut of its rectdpti* an I cx 
peudituro*, and accurately ioiekuuw it-fu¬ 
ture profit* and to-»cs*oa* to able to strike 
a balance in advance of actual results In or¬ 
der to make its charges confonutotliere- 
qtiitvment* of the statute) If so, how far tu 
the future must thrir forekuowie Ige extend 
These are sumo of the many difficulties with 
which railroad cutttpanie* are to be embar¬ 
rassed and against which the act requiem 
them to provide. Bur uo will suptw*# these 
have U-en »uco«H>luliy sumiotinted, and an¬ 
other nnd more obstiuato problem remains. 
Those corpora turns are, m addition to tneir 
expense* allowed to rhat^go nt a rate 
that will insure a “fair and jit-t return” 
on the Vftluu of tneir property. But 
what is a fair an t Jit-t return) This vital 
question is by tint net left to the un<|tmtified 
and ttrirmtrunted dt-cretiou of the jurv. 
There i* no legal standard erected whereby 
the jury can meoMtre tlu? aiuount.

ment*. The corporation* and persons agam*t 
whom hi* acL is directed can do nothing un¬ 
der it with renqpnnbltf safety. They may 
tako roun*el of the commi-sion, act up »n 
their advice and honestly endeavor to con¬ 
form to tne statute. But if u jury before 
whom they may be sutxoqin-ntiy arraigned 
shall, tu them judgment and upon hucb arhi- 
tiaiy ha*i!» «*. they ure «t liberty to adopt, 
conclude Unit the Commiapdonet* misadvi^i 

that, the tuutmger* of the accused railroad 
corporation nuulc a mistake regulating their 
charges upon n 3 jut cent, instead of a 4 |>cr 
ivnt. iMibU. tho honesty e.tidgood faith of the 
accused will go for nothing, and ]>ennitv 
Upon penalty may L- added until the defend¬ 
ants' property hnall be gradually transferred 
to (he public. This can not le ixriuilicd. 
fVualtk- can not be thus inflicted at tho dis¬ 
cretion of a Jury. Before the property of a 
rittam. natural or corporate, can bo thu* 
confiscated, tho crime for which the penalty 
l- mtlicifd must Ik- defined by the law-mak- 
ing power. The legislature can not delegate 
tins power to a Jury. L it can dcciare it a 
crtnuunl act for a railroad corporal ion to 
take more than a “fair and Junt return*’ on 
its invo*tuieiiis, it must, m order to the va¬ 
lidity of tue law, define xvhh reasonable cer¬ 
tainty what would cmistUute hucJi “fuir nnd 
Ju-t return.' ’ Tilt* act under review docs not 
do this, buL^Davos it to the jurv tosupplj the 
omission. No railroad comp inv can possibly 
un icipute what view a jury may take of tho 
matter, und bonce can not know m advance 
of a vtu*dk*t whether its charge*, ure law in 1 
or unlawful. Om> jury may convict for u 
charge made on a bust* of -1 |N>r cent , whilst 
nnothor might acquit an accused who had 
dvuutnded nnd received at the rate of B per 
emit , rendering tho statute in it* practical 
Working as unequal and unjust in it* o)>eru- 
tnm a* tt i* m leimito in its term*. No citi¬ 
zen, under the protection of this court, can 
bo constitutionally subjected to penalties and 
de*pqiloO of hi* property in a criminal or 
•futtni criminal protkteding. under and by 
torco of such indefinito legislation. 

The act furthermore conflicts with tho 
eighth section of the elovuntii article of the 
Stale const it ution, and the fourteenth amend- 
iru-nt to the Loustilution i>f the United Stare*. 
Tho first of these provides that “tho Legrela- 
ture shall have no jiower to suspend any gen¬ 
eral law for the beuetit of any particular In¬ 
dividual, nor topav* anv law for the benefit 
of individual.* inconsistent with the general 
laws ol tho land; nor to paw any law grant¬ 


ing to any individual or individuals right*, 
privileges, immunities or exemptions, other 
than such as may l<e. by the same law, ex¬ 
tended to everv member of the community 
who may bo able to bring himself within the 
provisions of such law;” and tho Inst—the 
fourteenth amendment—prohibits tho State* 
from “depriving any person of life, liliorty 
or property, without due proces* of law, ur 
donying to any person w ithin theirjuri*dD- 
tion the equal protection of the law.” Ills 
not necessary lor us to undertake, in thi* ca*©, 
to define the boundaries or limit the opera¬ 
tion or the*© just constitutional restrictions 
upou legislative authority. Their general 
object is to secure tu all cilizsns in like cir¬ 
cumstances, an equality of legal right*, aud 
to protect minorities and other interest* not 
strong enough to protect themselves against 
tire negrev-ions of tin* majority; to restrain 
all injurious legislative discrimination against 
persons and property; tocompel an equal dis¬ 
tribution of the burdens of Government upon 
every citizen, natural <>r corporate, coming 
fairly within tho purview ot the law, and to 
give to every one an equal right to invoke 
tho remedies prescribed by law for the re¬ 
dress of wrongs done, either to his person* 
reputation orproi>erty. Such, we say, is the 
general purpose and tuteut of three constitu¬ 
tion*! provisions, i he accuracy of this inter- 
ruiatii.n is not, a* we understand, questioned 
y ibe defendants. Their contention is. that 
railroad property is, in many respects, i*m*u- 
liar in its characteristic*, nud us -. requiring 
legislation peculiarly adapted to them, and 
that to so legislate is not within the prohibi¬ 
tions of the foregoing constitutional guaran¬ 
ties. u«, for instance, the enactment o( a 
slant* to regulate the running of trains by 
railroads. \Ve admit tbo contention that it 
re couijrefent fur the Legislature to enact 
law* for the government and regulation of 
railroads, and that the same could nut lie 
rendered invalid becau i» of their nou appli¬ 
cability to other uud di«fia»!tar properties. 
But it doe# not follow that the Legislature 
ran enact aatutre tipphc.tbD a* well to other 
kinds of property as to railroads/nml therein 
dixerauinato *o a* to impose heavier burdens 
on one than are tiupose i on tne othvr. Cer¬ 
tainly they can nut so distinguish os between 
dilTeretu railroad companies or between 
railroad corporations nnd person* ojre 
erating railroad* on competition with them. 
Neverthehre*, the act m question, if valid, 
ha* made this discrimination in the mud di¬ 
rect and positive terms. Although it pro¬ 
files to provide for the regulation of rad- 
rood coinnanie* and persoire opera ling rail¬ 
road* in this State, and although both are 
common carriers by rail, use tho same kind 
of machinery and motive power, are under 
equal obligation* to tue public and to their 
pacrons and couqmie iu busuires, railroad 
corporations are i hereby burdened « ith puuis 
and |K-iialtie* not itupo>ed on |«mons t»p**rat- 
ing railruuiD in competition with them. By 
the tiret *ection of roe act both are declared 
ameiiablu to “injured nartnre” (or the causes 
therein enumerated. But the third section 
prescribing pt-nnltnre In favor of tne State, ns 
hereinbefore stated, for charge* made in ox- 
coiis of what a jury may subsequently find 
in iiMnner aforesaid and upon the bama 
stated, to be more than just aud reasonable 
coinpeimtion, or unju*t nnd uureasonab.e 
dlx'riminaiifii, i* expressly coufiu* l incor¬ 
poration*. Under thi* section, corporations 
are subject to be sued, liarrn»ied and wor- 
nr«l by expensive and ruinous litlgatt'iu, and 
to the payment of th? penalties and custe 
tlu-rcin provided; while persons o|teralmg 
railroaiU iu active cumpctuton with thorn, 
engage) in the ftamekmdof quau public 
servtue nnd under the same otdigatiuns of 
fidelity and diligence, are exempt therefrom. 

Another nud like invidious ai*critnination 
is coutaioed iu section thirteen. This section 
makes itthodntvof the Commuoionvrs to 
“consider and carefidly revise all the tariffs 
of charges for transportation of any iier^m 
or Co 'oration owning or operating a rail¬ 
road tu this State, ” aud if, in Umr judg¬ 
ment, “anv such charge i* more than ju»t 
and reasonable compensation for the service 
fer which it i% proposed to bemmde;or if any 
such charge ktiiuumu to unjust and unrea- 
aqua hie liscrimination against any pern n 
locality* or coriwration,” the Cotuini..* lone re 
nre to “notify the pot son or cor|Miration of 
tue change.* necessary t*> reduce tn« rute to n 
just ami reaNotinble cotutattreation, nnd to 
avoid an unjust and tinreo-uiiuuludiscrimina¬ 
tion;” and “whew site it change* are made,” 
or “when none are deemed proper and expe¬ 
dient the Uq uintssioner* me to api>en 1 a 
coritllcale of approval to such tariff of 
charge*, and in cos ? *ueli change” sugge-ted 
by tho Caiqmtvhuu “»hall not i»e maile,” or 
if “auy change subsequently mad .* shall not 
conform thereto," said “oofporu/iuM -hull 
l*o UfekJ f/riota facie guilty of extortion. *’ It 
i» eorporations, uml uot |?er»oii* operating 
railroads, who nre t»i in* held pri >u a fa vie 
guilty o( extortion under this section, and it 
is corporatlurre, ai|fi corporations only, who 
can Ik» puuDhcd under iU provhnous. nnd 
thus it apjN-nr* tli- act D, in i>a severest 
features, tuore exacting ami oppres-^ve of 
corporations than of poreon* ofa-rAting rail¬ 
roads, the former being subjerle 1 to petial- 
ties and in punishment from which tho latter 
are exempt. 

But the unconstitutional discrimination of 
this act is not confined to disci umnauoii be¬ 
tween railroad corporation* an l person* op 
crating railroads, but exten ls to a discrimi¬ 
nation between lailf 'Ud corporation* thorn- 
V4-1 ve*. tne t wenty-ninth section tberxot ox- 
pre»%ly* declaring t but “noun of iu provis¬ 
ions' *hall apply to any railroad then being 
“constructed.” or which might thereafter 
be “begun and constructed in tbo 8tuP.»,” 
until **teu yeaiR from and after it* comple¬ 
tion.” Wherefore this dixthiction between 
exist mg rondti nud road* to l>o thereafter 
built) If the act wu* u proper regulation, 
way not apply it to road* to bo hereafter 
builtf If the legislature can thus dtaw the 
hue between ddferent railroad* before the 
date at which they were or are constructed, 
where uud ui what point D logDlative dis¬ 
crimination to evase: If tho i^gDlatuiv can 
thus di*cnmmato between new and old 
road*, it cau u-*umc nny otfier arbitrary 
basis in support of invidious legislation, nud 
iu tin* way oppress one iiiioret-i (or tbo bene¬ 
fit of another; nnd if it cau do thi*, the f.ire- 
going wise and just provisions of the Slate 
and National Uon-ditution*, In ten tud to se¬ 
cure an equality of right* to every citizen, 
may n* well be eliminated from lho*e *uered 
m*f rumente. 

NotwiUi-tanding the act under considera¬ 
tion pro few** to reguintt* railroad oiioratioiirt, 
it, hi effect, place* tin* buxine*- of ail railroad 
corporation* in the .Stale under defendants* 
su(torvision and control. Iu addition to tne 
authority to revue tlieir tariff-. «r charges, a* 
hereinbefore. sImwij, the CoumiDsiotiorsmay, 
for undisclosed reason* and without nrcuuut- 
ability to any one, give better lutes tu oito 
corporation than to another. Aud isec. 17) 
whenever in their judgment “it »Uali appear 
tuat repairs are necessary,” or tint “addi¬ 
tional rolling stock” is ncod*i, or “any 
chango of staUoits or station-houses” or 
“any change in rates” nro desirable, or 
“change m tho mode of operating any tout 
sud coudm ting its business is luaMjimble or 
expedient,” tue Connui««imor* “shall givo 
information in wntmg”to tho corporotiou 
ot tu* “improvemeiiu an l change* w ich 
they may adjudge proper,” etc. TUl-.u? 
power*, m adiiitioii to the authority to pic- 
M.\ribe rates, include all the incident* perlctm 
;ug to the absolute ownership or property. 
Iu the exercise of them, the Commission can 
limit receipt* and dictate expenditures, in¬ 
sure prosperity to oue company and drive 
another into bankruptcy, nud assume tho 
management and control of the nud 

operation* of every railroad corporation iu 
the State. 

But tne defendant.- say that their revisions 
of tariff ratos and suggestion* in regard l*» 
tin* methods of conducting business are not 
obligatory on tho radioed corporal ton*; that 
• tho statute is advisory and not mandatory iu 
it* term*. Tni* hi true; upon the face of it, 
the railroad com panic* are left to adopt or 
reject tho ratei fixed uud ignore the suggo-- 
tious made by the Com mi-doner*. But if 
they decline to conform to the rate* fixed by 
the CumuiUKioners they do ro nt the peril of 
subjecting themselves to a multiplicity of 
-uii» by the State and by in lividuats, to be 
tried by juries lute ret. ted in tho reduction of 
oimrge», and upon the anomalous principles 
declared bv tin act. wuich, by force ol tno 
j/ri.aa fat it effect therein given to the e*c 
parte, action of the Conituuskmur*, revem-* 
u.o presumpttou of inuoceuce Inthorto ac¬ 
corded to ail defendant* in criminal or quasi 
criminal proceedings, and cast* the burden of 
exculpation on the accused. That such liti¬ 
gation wul follow i* not at all problematical; 
it is certain. The authors of this statute 
have been careful tu place this ivy end doubt. 
U is therein made tho Imperative duty of the 
Commissioners, in the i-vi-nt any railroad 
company refuse* to adopt the rates to Ik> pre¬ 
scribed by them, to intuitut* and nroscut© a 
suit, as ticreiubefare Mated, for every over¬ 
charge; nnd tho juries called to try* them 
will, by tuc express command of the statute, 
be compelled to find against tlio defendant* 
and assess the penalties imposed, unless de¬ 
fendant* establish by attlrnmtive proof that 
iU/ufurr not earning* on the arbitrary basis 
declared by tbo act will nut exceed 
u fair and just return on tho value of 
it* property to be assessed for lucttition— 
the jury* bemg the exclusivo judges of 
what a (air aud just return is. This much 


is expressly commanded. But “injure! 
parties’’ nr«* left to tbu exercise of their own 
discretion whether they will sue or not. 
Nevertheless, bv w'ay of inducement, tb*i 
jirtaia facte effect given by tlio act to tho 
judgment of the Commissioner* supplier 
them w ith the requisite proof to sustain tlvir 
actions, and, as an additional encourage¬ 
ment, tbe act offer* ten times the amount of 
the damagtH sustained and a roaounable at¬ 
torney’* fee to l»e paid by tho rail- 
road company. No railroad comfMny 
in the State can successfully cope 
with the litigation that will in¬ 
evitably follow a refusal by it to conform to 
the requirement* of the Commissioner* in the 
particular* mentioned. Through the ind li* 
into terms of the statute, severity nnd multi¬ 
plicity ot its pHUA.tlv*, the Impossibility of 
d'-tenummg iri advance of tho verdict ol a 
jury in tbe particular caw. what Land wknt 
Ih not a violation of it* provLmu*. the jKjwcf 
conferred or attempted to be conferred on 
juries to defiue the offense and then iuAct 
punishment, coupled with the <\r past, fcif/e 
effect given to their verdict involves eveiv- 
thing in uncertainty nud commit*every nnl* 
r ad corporation in tbo State to the ineicy 
ef tho Uomnu*«.ou. Bv the slow but ccrttm 
(‘Iteration of this statute, the Cohiiuiks. uj 
can, if they want to, giadually taku aud ftp- 
pp printo nil the rathoad property in the 
-Stau- to tho public use, without that jisl 
compensation provided for by the ConstUn- 
boo, in r« , under tho

tiic-y are clothed by the act, the uncertniiii:©* 
ahead, the dangers with winch they nre «n- 
vlron-d and tbt- ruinou» litl^ainm to winch 
they will be exposed if they decline to adopt 
tli* sug^r-stloits made, and they will, Llure- 
iure, with a lively sente of their utter h«lj>- 
Jessnes*, cravenly rjbuut to tha will of tno 
Uommi(«tMn. although such eubtutwticHi may 
rtnuotely mvulve the company iu hopeless iu- 
salvency. Likeapi : ,*ben-i »n*wouldootititua 
them the ready and flexible tools oi tho 
power placed <*ver thorn, and tbe expro-ecd 
wish of tbe Commission would, in ©vtry 
instance, l*e neevpted nnd act« 1 upon in if 
it wan a positive command. No pn eienev I*- 
requisite to fot'oeast the consequaucca. The 
Uonitnidthoii w.mld become tue practical 
manager* of all our railroad*. They nre to 
bo elected every two years by a popul.ir v^.o. 
In tho absence of eomo radical ciiauge of 
party mcth'r.ls, tbe Commission, to be elected 
truiu time to time, would represent and exe¬ 
cute tho policy of the dominant party, nod 
uuoonadoualy or int-utioaAllv manipnitto 
tb;> great interest for tbo benefit of the 
political organization to which they bcl^as. 
Bulb nud projierty, on the Muccc.vtful, Ju li- 
cioiw and Jum. nmnagement of which the 
future growth ur.d prosperity of the State ro 
essentially depend, would become the prey of 
the spoilsmen and an irresponsible oligarchy, 
far more dangerous to poflitrn! moral* and 
the buslmo-s interests ot lVniu!*-! , o tha!i any 
poraftble railroad combirintitm would bo firmly 
olnldDhtnl iu oor midst 

We do not, by theso commeoU, Intend to 
cast any imputation upon the dt-fendauto, 
There i* nothing in this record which, Iu nny 
degree. Impugns cither their actions or mo¬ 
tives. So far :ik we can ‘•ee they have, lift 
£• o«4 faith, endeavored to jierfonu tb*irdu- 
tie* a* they un lencAiid them. Our object is 
simply to point out the extraordinary power* 
attempted to lie conferred bv the act. and to 
tad lento the largo opportunities which it Af¬ 
fords for on abuse of power and an inva Ion 
of vested righu under the color of authority; 
how it i* that railroad organization* could b# 
subjected tu party service under its provL* 
Ion# and be manipulated ns well ngAlnst n% 
In furtherance of the public intercs**, *ml 
to say, in the language <>( the Supreme Court 
I of Tctim***©!*, in the raw of friinmroWA *t 
Peeve vs. Vance & Fleming, timt “this tre- 
meudnu* power” does n«»t, as we think, 
"lurk within the principle of legislative 
P u»:r.” Uetrpea:, the regulating tNiwer 
Of the Legislature nud the courts fs Nidiicicut 
tocompv railroad companies to i>erforni all 
their iiudertnkiiigK in favor of tho public, 
and to prevent or punish nil derelictions of 
duty. Tlu> Legislature can ennet In w* within 
constitutioicil limit* for tin* orgulatuiM >»f 
railroads and railroad opeUfttkm*. but it. can 
not iaw'fuliv Mutliori/K.-a comtnDaioii, by di¬ 
rect or indirect legisiatlon Intended to ac¬ 
complish that end, or nrctseatiiy involving 
that remit, to lake control of their butinc-w 
and om-rntiotifi. Such DgDIattou would ho 
an unauthorized and unconstitutional inva¬ 
sion of private righu. 

Th** act t> also, n.* think, a regulation 
of intcr-Ktate commerce, and to that extent 
an intrusion up"n tho exclusive legislative 
authuntv of Congress. Tho reasons for thin 
bidir-i will, by h|s-i'ial request, bo stated by . 
Brother Hammond.

It in, in our judgment, a grnvo misappre¬ 
hension of the “Granger mses” to nillrin 
that they support th- legDIattou involved m 
tin* rorprovoray.

The overshadow jug question tn tlv , -*e cure*, 
obviously. wa« that nnMog out uf ilmcluim 
to entire exemption from nil legislative con¬ 
trol over their iiUHin* *. by tluj wnrehouae- 
men and commou cArri-r->. Thu c nlm they 
baseil tqion tbestip)KHe<l invlolnbiluy of their 
property rights, nud the Icadiug fcatuieof 
the decDiou* Is (hat they bnd nut been "de¬ 
prived of tueir property without due process 
of law” by Dgislutiou regulating tho maxi¬ 
mum of chnrgu-they might make, because 
thev bad, like ferry moil, millers etc., em* 
ban(«4 their pTOpeiTy ill n bmduevs nffvf’t <1 
with u public iiitemd, whereby it ceised to 
lajtfrit orienti duly. The court ».iid com- 
parativelv little upon the *ut»j»*ct of inter¬ 
state cornmerve in IL* rvlntDm toftxfii Dgi** 
larmn, and it ut Houieivhat diflicult from the 
meager report of the case* on that point to 
understand the langua? 9 of the court on that 
subject; but when they ate read iu tho light 
of previous aud nubseqiient decision* on thnt 
• -tfKt-t i/il sutijcct, their is no difficulty what¬ 
ever in reaebius a (uil unde rata ml tuq ot its 
lucnnlo^. 

The (htridotts amount, w’e think, only to 
thb-- Where a wnrehousoumn or common 
carrier D engaged in tho storage of goods or 
their carrirtgo ttufAiu a State, and exclu¬ 
sively uithin (7, the rate* of charge* iur 
such bu#tti*«« are subject to legidutive <mii- 
tnd by the Hlrtte. nud the fact that such log' 
Dlutiou may indirectly nnd remotely affect 
comtuvrro(x*twecu tli© State* due# not inval¬ 
idate it; i oca use, if Congress has, by reason 
of thD indirect and re. note relation* of such 
Fical Uutuev* to lnt«?r-?<tate commerce, nny 
right to avert control over what is prima¬ 
rily domestic commerce only, it i» to do pre¬ 
sumed, until Congress act*, Hint it doc* not 
intend todi-j»Uce the right of the State tu 
control it« domefticcoomterce. 

While it d<N?s not appear by tho report of 
these cases, it is (aaiibar to all who are in¬ 
formed ul iuii t the geuoral character of trie 
discussions had over ihvso questions, that the 
railroad companies have « untrnded, nt all 
tunc* and in all places that ttiere D such a 
noi'ossary co-re)Atiun and rater-dependence 
buiwetm dotuwtic commerce by rail within 
a Hitts and tbul which is carried nu among 
the State*, and between local und througn 
rate* of charge* fur transportation un 1 com- 
petitive rates from more or Ds»di*tatit 
point*, thnt Ils-aI rate* can not he regu.atrd 
l»y the several Slate* or auy one of them 
wi bout disturbing dlsattiousty all rate* 
whatever, thereby seriously and*directly af¬ 
fecting inter-Hta'e commerce. 1 l wn« un¬ 
doubtedly ut roplv to this argument that tho 
decision* were directed, nnd th»*re in no de¬ 
nying that they close the argument and pre- 
*er*o the right of Slate control notivith- 
staniiiug nny (iDturbauce it umv occasion 
rates fur.tinnspirta'.ion betw«*efi* the State*. 

But there b a vast difference iM-twcon that 
principle and the argument made here in 
support of this egislation, that until Con¬ 
gress choove* to regulate Inter-State com¬ 
merce iu respect tot ate* for transportation 
from one tu another State, tho Siute* may 
regulate ir. each within its own limits. Ill* 
applying tne doctrine of the Supreme Court 
in th'.wo cose* to nn entirely different subject 
matter. To *ay that the State may regulate 
the rates of transportntinn for it* domcslio 
commerce until l *digress choos e to oxerc.*o 
auy power it may have i.vcr that traiiMKirta* 
tion. b. cause* of its moro or less intimate con- 
nectino With commerce lietweeti tbu States, 
D one thing; nnd to kav that nil rat*** of 
transportation on article* iu transit within 
the borders of the State*, whether passing 
batwven two or more State- or no:, cojioji u 
domestic commerce ur.d nre pro ban rice, 
Kubj«*ct to Stnte control, is quite anulbrr. 

Une of the learned counsel for defen l.int* 
K-?eint-d to kUriuk from taking this n-Kitiun at 
the argument, struggling iu the race of tho 
ptnm language <»f tue act to somew hat con- 
lino it* operation to local limit*, but tue oth¬ 
er, following the Attorn .*)* General of lliiuoD 
in Y he I\ojilr r*. Wabash, etc., II. !(., Il)4 
Ills., I7d. S. C. 105 lib.. ”50. boMIy as¬ 
sumed that, until Congre** actv. tlio I^cgbla- 
ture may regulate all rate> for cnrrntgo 
“within tb- State,” no manor where tne 
curnngo b to U« done, on Hilo ttieory that it 
D tliu net itf making tho charge or rnt© fur 
ir iti-»purtnrt"ii that thu Stau- midvtunft ar 
icgul.ite*, and n*»t the transnuvtation ttseif; 
whorvfore, tu effect on itilcr-Stait* commerce 
i» only indirect. By this couuh.* 1 mean—for 
tho illustration wax put to t©.a ih'? argument 
—that tin* State uiay regulate charge* on a 
cor load of coal coming irom tin* Ohlu river 
at l uicinimtl or lA>uisviile to Nashvillo, or 
imvsing ttiruugh the Stats to Montgomery, 
mi lung tu% tbe regulatirm b cotiiluod to 
the charges fur trail-jiurtation over tno*© 
mile* of the route within the boundary 
of Tenneftseo. But w<y do not think thin 
is ivhnt the "Supreme Court means iu the 
“Granger com?*.” It D true, counsel 
*ny thi* D only nffecliug Inter-SUto 
commarre "incidentally,” but they are 
driven to this because the Supreme Court has 
rod that it oan only u* •>. afftolfd. But 
lor that exigency t D prolmlile no ingenuity 
would Bnggyst that the control of com|H*tiKa- 
tioti fur tlie carriage of goods woe not a direct 
control of ti.o carriage itself, nur that tho 
control of a part v\ns not ns direct iu Us ac¬ 
tion a# t*io control of the whole compr-ma- 
tion. Nor dues it in thu leant cltango thi* 
result to affirm that it w the act of making 
an unjust charge or discrimination nt which 
the luvv in aimed. Want is making the 
charge! Plainly, it is simply the a t of con¬ 
tracting fur the transport ttioii, and tho ope¬ 
ration of the law is ju*t as direct when tlio 
contract in forbidden, ur vegulnted ns to its 
term*, ns when tho act of truiiq*ortat, *n 
a*clf i* forbidden or only |K-rmilted 
on tho© term*. It D, in tact, tho 
must direct and, of nil regulutions. 
the must vital to that tntercouree wo call 
commerce, tu control thu comtMmsalion (or 
that transportation by which an exchange of 
tlio rotiimo titter D effected; fur, wruaout the 
trauspurtalion. lucre can be no exchange be¬ 
tween different places, and it ts, therefore, 
tho chief element of mtorStatc commerce. 
It D tike «aytng thecouiroiof the oircuU 
tiun of titu buKid for n spaeo of oue iu< b 
almtg tin* aortal trunk affecU tlio viettm’* 
life only “iuri dentally, ” to say that the con¬ 
trol ut the rate* of co!n|vii?,»lioa of ttmt 
purl of a great Jinu of mU-r-Stato oummorce, 
lying bctwvcu Hie boundurtos «.'f a State, so 
affects that commerce. The injury may bo 
siiiall, tint, it is liom* Lht* tevi direct nud nut 
at nil incidental, because it in only slight. 
Aud, as the Circuit Judge well remarked at 
tho argument, if Teuuehsre tuny control the 
rate* for luter-Siata commerce within its 
limits, Kentucky may, nnd no on until the 
States hnvu UMiiqicd the regulation of the 
whole matter, indeed, this art of the legis¬ 
lature MH?tn*t« la? grutttult’d un this very no¬ 
tion, fur wo find m section that tlio Hail- 
road CotuniD-iun Is cuuttitutod a kind of 
diplomatic agency to accomplish that pur- 
|K«se. 1*. enacts: “That it *ball t»e the duty 
of tho itailroad ComaitK*ton, by correspond¬ 
ence, convention# or otherwise, to confer 
with tho Kail ond Cotnniteduncni of other 
State* of thu Union, and with such per.-un> 
(rotii States having no Railroad Coinmls-uon- 
er*. a* tho Governor of tmeb StnU-» may ap¬ 
point, (or the purfiose of agreeing, if prac¬ 
ticable, upon a draft of statute* to be sub¬ 
mitted to the Legislature of each State, 
winch shall secure such uniform control of 
railr«»ad tranqM>rtatIon in thu soverai Sta o», 
and (rum one St a to into or through another 
Slate, ns will bk*»t #ubs«rve tho Intelo*t of 
trade and commerce of tho whole country;

It was to obviate tbo no«jes%itv for making 
commercial treaties—aud m effect this mh> 
tlun is a provision for such Lreatitt*—and to 
avoid the danger, confusion and di^^uter cer¬ 
tain to result to commerce between the 
Slates, from this power of sovereign Stales 
over that commerce, that the exclusive 
|lower was conferred upon tbo Federal Gov¬ 
ernment “to regulate commerce with T-roign 
nation#, and among tne several State-, and 
with the Indian tribes.” Cousin ution of 
United States, article one, Mtclion eight 
Tin* apcrnte!- in a necessary, wDe nnd self- 
imposed limitation upon the otherwise sov¬ 
ereign power of the State# over tho subject. 
It is not a police power in any proper sens©, 
and, in our judgment, much contusion has 


arisen by *o treating it in the *tru^clo to 
find some method of evading tt<e Mineral 
compact to surrender it. It belong*, it may 
be. to that immense and almost iiimittuhD 
residuum ol Governmental pow er widen lias 
not been technically cltusififil; hut. i: it hn* 
been, there is no l*ettcr name t*>r it than thnt 
by which it i> IAiowii among ail nm* -.i*- — tlu 
commercial power, or •» it iu called tn thu 
Constitution iUelf, the power to regulate 
commerce. It is ©no of tne chief fuuciiuns 
of all Governments t" promote and encour¬ 
age the interchange of cummodiiitM nud in¬ 
tercourse of Ibe people among (liemvlvfts 
aud with foreign notion* aud neuihhonng 
SrjSrs In the cxercDe of tins power innu¬ 
merable law*are made, and, in matter* io- 
luting to tho international ur imorer*Utn 
concerns <>f commerce, treutic-i anduunipacta 
are (onnvd. of winch the Federal Constitu¬ 
tion is, in this ropect, a compicuou* ex¬ 
ample. 

It the interchange or intereourre iw 
“wlthm the .■Stato,” it D properly railed 
domestic commerce; if from one t • anothei. 
Intcruattonnl; or, as to «ur Uuiou. inter- 
*tate t-oiumcrce; and the Government iuav, 
a ud often due#, where it can control at all. 
under till* (tower “to regulate commerce,” 
control I ho ra»t rumen taiilira of that, emu- 
tueren. Thrrvnro, to bo sure, certain limtta- 
Uwik on Ha- jAiwer, a* ou all its othvr tetwers, 
arising ou( of the law* of private rt^Ut and 
private pr-qierty; but it is f.rxi Into now to 
deny, iu view of these decDion* of tbe Su¬ 
preme Court, that charge# fur trau-ttoru- 
lioti are a matter of public cmicvni, t ne pri¬ 
vate proper!)' engage J being dedicated, ho to 
speak, to a public irei, and th^* Government 
may, therefore, cxerc»«? ••♦*rv;uu Dgislativ-i 
control of Uiesi? charges. But non constat 
that the States tuny, under our \\item « t 
Govermiitiit. exercise it. If it be dom -tt- 
trutisjiortiitiuu. wholly within tlie S ote, 
they may; nor dor* it' reaso to D? woolly 
within l<ocau-* tho thiu^ transported ha#come 
from without, uur because it may be des¬ 
tined logo, ultuuately, Itevond tne Slate; 
hut tho particnlnr tramqxirtaLKm for which 
the efrarjot# made mu-t t© wholly w»th»n tlio 
State. Ir it be partly within and pertlv 
withnut.rhe State can hot regulate that w.rrf- 
in and leav*? the Federal |M»wer to net on 
that without, but has nu control whatever 
over the charges for *uch a tran-porinlnm. 
it D ill the very nature of the t ::e tiling it . - If 
not local nor of douir$.tlc concern, a?id tue 
state-hare no more power, by cuch a c*wi- 
*;tUi!(ioti or character zil.ou, tu regiiiu’-o t ie 
rata* bv the uniform D,;i-dtttion suggested by 
the sectinn of tho net just quoted than thc^ 
liav® urso regulate the rate of postage ortho 
weight* of corns. That Congrun refrain* 
fr >ru esrublishmg such uniform rvgiil'Jttoti 
Only indicate, an expression of the Fedotal 
wld that tbe latcft -had bo left to regulate 
then -five* under the ordinary ecuiiomlc 
laws that govern the commerce Ijetwceti tlie 
States. DcebunaU u and argument in favor 
of the wiviutxt or o«ctt>ilv P-r some regula¬ 
tion arc ippropriale in the ball# of Congress, 
at the ImHot-box, or whenever the Mate, n* 
one of tho Federal units, mnv bring it* 
l»owt»r to b«?ar upon the Federal will, tint 
tboy cau nut atui -hould not influent- ? the 
courts. Stale or Federal, to evade or deny 
thu distributive principle of our government¬ 
al fiowor over the subject of transportation 
ns an instrument.! ilv of c imtncrc*. 

Again, to Interpret tue opinion* of the 
Supreme Cburt iu tbe 4 * Granger 
cooes, ” as they nre by thi» act 
of tho Tonncs>cj I«egDlature and tho 
argument* made at tu^ bxr lutcrprrlcd, 
tn to convict the court of nn •xprciuhon of 
tho tmio>t platitude by n doclnr.tticn. iu 
another form, thatan mt of a State LogD- 
lature can have uo extra-territorial force; 
f*ir it nmuttne-i to nothing more tu hold that 
whfii a car-load of merohatidts© start*' acrw* 
tbe country from New York to Now Orleans, 
each Mate may, until Cunjfhni acts, regu¬ 
late the charg»?s for us trnnsfiortatton over 
the mus nituated in tha:-State, bocause i*. is 
nppareut that, wheUfer Congress ha* acted 
or not, neither State could regulate it else¬ 
where, and this without the least regatd to 
the “domestic’' or “ratcr-Stai©'’ character 
of (he commerce or to tbo “direct” or “in¬ 
cidental” effect upon it. Kvery tulle of the 
route lies in some State, and when each has 
acted successively on the transportatimi, 
whether tho action bo “direct” or “inci¬ 
dental.” and. the subject mat.tar of it’ do¬ 
mestic” nr “Inter-State,” Iwcmucs wholly 
imiimtnri.il. and there is nothing left tu sup- 
l»urt the force of these term# ns used in tlie 
opinions. But they are full of significance 
ir w oobrarro the dDtinctkm between a trau#- 
pi*rtation that comiui-nce# iu one -State trad 
end# ui another, utid ouo that comnieucira 
ami emi* within the limit* ol ;« -. i u ^. 

By tin* act. and the argument in support of 
it, all dDtinrtious are obliterate! and nil 
coimuerco is forced io Ijecuuie <iome*tio in 
nnler t .at the Btate* may act upon it. 
While the car-load of gooil* is In New York 
it i* domestic to that State, and *o on as it 
r*dD over each State Hue to tbu end. The 
iucxorable logic of the nrguincut, tuereforo, 
i* that until Con great acui, there i* no such 
thing as interstate commerce i:i the fuattcr 
of tlie trampoitatlon of commodities passing 
in exchange ttftwaen tbe Stute*. 

This count roclion ignore* the nuwt promi¬ 
nent. predication in tlie opinion# of the court 
on the subject of Inter-State commerce. In 
i*v i v case of the scrim affecting railroad 
tr&mi|M>rtatiuu, the court affirm* with great 
ilUtinctne** ll>c analogy to tho Warehouse 
case, the first of tbe eerie#. Now, iho rubject 
mat ter of that case was sfanvte, w hich was 
ht 11 to l"> wholly wit Inn the State, and llit-re- 
fore to it* regulation <v* to rate*, and 

thu* regulation wu# not to be evaded 
iMH-au-f *i»me ot the yrtiin might have come 
from another State* and might bo destined tor 
*alc beyond »t.. We cm; ncnrcoly imagine 
Inter-State storage, ami the analogy of tran»- 
pui rauun to tt would l<« iucumi'lete unless 
the trnu*|K>rtation involved wholty between 
point* w ithin the State, as it plainly wn% iu 
the Shield* caw ol the svriw. But let u* 
imagine un elevator on wheels, and engaged 
the t »rogo ,.t gt.i.ii whlh pasdng ftotn 
one -State to auothcr. It ma> bo ntliruc d on 
the*© cane*, keeping the analogy lift view, 
that grain received nml stored tv tie pnssing 
from one point iu Illinois to another m tho 
ume Slate* w ns a truuwietion within that 
State and Mibjecl to it# control. But cur*dy 
there i« nothing in them to Justify the chitn 
thut (or tue --turage ol gram received 
at Chicago to bo delivered iu De¬ 
troit the Stato of Illinois could 
regulate for tho timo consumed 
lit passing through thnt Slate, and 

Michigan for th-* timo In that State. So. a* 
to railroad trnnspoitatioo, keeping ngntu tha 
analogy In view, we do not understand 
thciie case* to justify the claim liint a Mato 
may ho mexutit ed from east to w est and (iuni 
north to south, as unnear* in argument-. ha« 
been dtino by the ueftui'L’ttil* Lore, and, on 
tho tm-D of distance wlthiu the State, ro„u- 
iato the charge# fur all property and peCMUM 

J iiViMtig over t lie rails wlthiu tln> t«• *. itorivl 
uriMiictton; but only Unit tee State may 
regulate l**cal rate^ ou shipment* commenc¬ 
ing within tbo Ft lie an i ending within it, 
although ttio articl • earned umv have com* 
from without and b© destined to go beyond 
tlie State, aud although in this reunite and 
indirect way Inter-Mate cornmet etnay ba 
Involved. Fur exarunle. a car-lo* t ot 
merchandise slilpjicd ut NadivtHo to Mem- 
phis, on a route wholly within thu State, 
may have come from LouDvide. and may bu 
intended to U* shij>|esl from Memphis into 
Arkansas, without nffvctinj; tin. Stat-’s 
power of regulation; but it uoc* not follow 
if it camo from Richmond rut Nashville or 
Memphis au routs to Arkan-u*, or to Nash¬ 
ville ur Mcmphi*, that the -Slate would have 
the »aiiui power of i eguiatiug rate* on the 
distance traveled wlthiu tho State; and tins 
R the important dDtinotiou whim this act 
overlook#. 

Tho court doe# not say in these “Granger 
cn-4**,” nnd ha« not elsewhere- -ifiilnn ly de¬ 
termined. that Cungruh* can aver contr d «r 
rrguLate local rate# for domestic trairepurta- 
tion. o» wo hav^ above ilr*orlt>o I it, by ren- 
son of any remote or indirect influence wico 
regulation may have on lntor-Stato com¬ 
merce, but it d«Mf* not *»av lhot until Con- 
gr.>s assumes that power the State# may 
cuntinuu their control. This view of tbi*»o 
cnrrieaout tb*> analogy to »torag* in a 
warehouse, ami no other i* consistm: w ith it. 
Auy argument which disregards this prv- 
emiuontly distinctive aud descriptive anal¬ 
ogy that h tue very foundation stone or ibe 
opinion# iu tbe railroad ca*e* ortho nerice, 
ooe# the ca*>c« injustice and puts them in ir- 
reconcilablo coufiioL with every dec Dio n the 
court hn» made on the subject of inter-8tate 
cmiunercc, while the construction tvo give 
them preserves their harmony with tbe 
oilier*. 

It is proper to remark bore thnt, for the 
purpose# of this judgment, we deem it uuim- 
purtant to determine whether any particular 
transportation D to derive it* character of 
locality or domesticity from tlio statu* ot tlie 
rood over which It passe# a# lying nml liar 
iug it» legal existence only within tbo Stale— 
in which case all transportation over it 
might fall within the dt-Lluition of domestic 
commeroc— or from the nature of the con¬ 
tract for a carriage, which, by iu terms, 
begin* and ends at point# within tho Stnte. 
without any regard to the status of tho rood. 
Thi* act makes uo distinction# in cither as¬ 
pect of tbis questiou, and is equally defect¬ 
ive whichever view wo take of it, and this 


whether either or both 1 m? correct. More¬ 
over, neither uf the plaintiff's roads in the 
ca*©« wo are dec.ring ;s local or domestic in 
th* sen*© above described. 

Thi* opinion would be unpanlonnhlv in¬ 
complete if we did uot. in view of themngui- 
tude nt tbo inter* *u here involved, ju«ti(v 
our judgment by a careful examination of 
tho adjudications above coutdrmd. In the 
Iowa case it does not Appear wt.at parti; ul ir 
«ru »f tram norm tmn, ii any, went involved. 
Jt w a>* an injtinclioabiil by thu railroad com- 
any to enjoin the prosecution of #uiUngaln»t 
t, whether tbrne only threatened or alteady 
brought, doe* nut appear. The opinion i» 
muihiv dnvoted to other ipirstinn#; but. Al¬ 
though there were two railroads connected 
by a bridge aud making, in one senacou 
tmuou# hn© iHilwroti two State!, ami, In that 
m rngagnl m Inter-State a# well as State 
ouiumcroe, wo have the nuthonti uf tlie 
opinion iteell that the philutiff # roail-. “like 
the wnienmiN-, i» situatihi within luo limit* 

• d a single State. It# (>iainro is carried on

Tlio WiAcoireln act, uuilkt* ours, 
cvmtalnod an exception wbiCu excluded /roiu 
Iti 1 'ivratlon nil rules of charge! f»»r “carry¬ 
ing Ireighfwbich coine.% beyond the l«(jaita- 
ritniof th© State and to bo carried acro» or 
through the State ” Fosalblv, nonvitb- 
standing its torim, tbo act rnay have been 
construed, within the purview of tlii-s excep¬ 
tion, not tu apply to pereotre a id properly 
coming from other State-, into WUenun, .»r 
gome from That into other -State*, which 
i as not thought to be it* construction in tho 
court below, though the question w hether it 
could *o apply under t he .Slate Freight J\t.r 
Cases, 15 Wall., was reserved and not 
decided in that court.

But 
certainly, until Congress nndcrtakc! tologis- 
lato for incise who ate without the State, 
Wisconsin may provide for th.*-e within, 
even though it may indirectly affect thwe 
without.” Now. strange to say, tho bill iu 
that caw? altnckrd the biw bt-caii*e the ex- 
emptlon wo have noticed \va> it#dl a reguta- 
tiuu of inter^-Sute commerce, on the theory, 
|H?rimp6, that it gave an ndvautago to tbo 
ci lire us uf tho State over those of other 
Stxtes, which i# sonietlmcx npji.ivd ns a test 
to determine whether a civc-n inw bo a reg¬ 
ulation of inter-Stilt*? commerce. But 
whether tho court ha l the »-xcuiption sect cm 
of thu WiscMiiniu act in r;«*w and roiifitrucd 
the act iu reference to it, i« not satisfactorily 
ithowii.

No particular 
freight charges were involved in the contro¬ 
versy. it being a bill by bondholder* uud 
stockholders t<* enjoin tho company from 
uln-die.-.u to and tho Railroad Ckniinu*- 
sionara trou* enforcing tho net, ami al¬ 
though this WIscumdn cuuipntiy htt'l been 
consolidat'd with an Illiuui* cor)>-ration,

It in to L>e noticed in the Dan lei Hall and 
Muntello t*a#es above cited that there wju no 
question involving the commerce ibadf, but 
only an instrumentality ot it, namely, n 
steamboat; the inquiry being whether it*\va# 
nubject to the navigation law# of tho United 
St.nt*tn, and it# soltiMon de|H*udlng on whether 
Grand Rapid *»r Fox river# were domestic iu 
the -vtise thnt they lay exclusively—Ilk© th« 
railroads in the “t»rangercotsosi”—within tlie 
limits uf n ^ttlgIc State. It was found—nnd 
it L worthy of remark that on© of them was 
artificially made so. like railroads—that th?*© 
river# wire, a* a geoyinphical fact, not do • 
medic, but inlet >tate river# lit they may 
Ik* #o • idled), und thnt the steamboat# were 
within the power of Gong re*'#. But htul the 
fact the other w-ny, as iu tho “Granger 
else*.” tho result would have been tbe »aiue, 
#u far as the power uf Congress uncon¬ 
cerned, lMH. Ui.-o it wnssliow u that the boat# 
were actually* carrying goods between tha 
State#, ami this fact would support tho

If hour 
his agents bu fuuud within the limits of auy 
Stale violating it# laws, ho may bo arrested 
aud imprisoned; if hi# property fall undor 
condemnation of the* law*, it umy be seized. 
Although engiged in the commerce; Ik*, hi* 
agent# nnd property, Wtul even his receipts 
for the freight# may !»e taxud, as wvli a*, any 
special franriit*o or privilege enjoyed by him, 
if these tnxe# be not disguised regulatiun# of 
commerce. State 'lax Cross liecrints Case, 
J5 Wall. ffSi; Memphis and Little Hack 
llailroad Company r s. Ho/an, 11 Fed. 
Heji., ©H'i. By tlitse and numerou# other 
Jaw# th© commerce may be incidentally af 
fectod, even to destruction in some cases, 
through operation upon the instrumentality 
ur agency alone; nnd w here the carrier is a 
corporation, there nre extended fields for 
alien operation. 

But if the carrier in the illustration is en¬ 
gaged in domestic commerce whom tbe tf late 
can act directly upon it, tho capacity lor 
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affecting the article* of inter-.'-tat'cottmierec 
which HMV fall into hi* baml* to be locally 
transported lr. incir‘ 0 *e<I; but th'-’ effect on 
inter-Slate commere® Is still inculentai, nml 
aliUouKh the particular rosutetioa to 

act ou tb® in«lru m«ut alttv alone, but acts 
duvctly on tho .State commerce itself, yet 
tiie distinction between a illmt action upon 
the Kitar-Ststa cofuui rco nml an incidental 
effect ti©»ri it thn ugh action upoulbetn- 
strmucBUlHy remain* obviou»: for. tu such 
a <-»*<■. the domestic trniv portutkm i« itself 
ottlv nn Instrumentality, agency or auxiliary 
of the Inter-State outumvrve, which, until 
Congress act, remains subject to State con 
trol. 

This distinction tnttst t*e observed in do- 
tcruiiuin" what ih inciiltuial only m if.* ac¬ 
tion on Inter-State commerce ami what u 
direct, ami It runs through all the ca c.v 
Hut when a plain and unmistakable cbm* of 
direct action uu tiio commerce Itself is pre¬ 
sented—as all regulation* or restricTion* on 
the contract of trnrisiinrtaMnn must be—all 
that need be looked to is the character of the 
ci.umiorce so regulated, and if it be inter¬ 
state trarsportatiou, ns deflnod in tin* case* 
cited, resulalion or restriction' by the Slate 
is void. If, for example, as in Hall r»*l>c 
Cuir, U5 U. 8 ., 4W», the State cxercteing its 
power to secure equal civil rights in the mat¬ 
ter of transportation. undertake td pivscribe 
the privilege* a passenger nhail enjoy, it is 
void, although Congress has n*.t acted upon 
tlmt matter and the puftsougm be going ouly 
between points iu the sumo State. If. 
agaiu, the State undertake, beyond tho 
scope of vital necessity. to exclude or regu¬ 
late tho entrance of iltem-wi cattle in toe 
State, it is void.

U. S. f -H55. And it under the disguise of au 
inspection law—the power of iiwpeclitm 1 *.*- 
tug especially reserved to the Slates iu tho 
Federal Constitution—tho Stnto attempt to 
exclude or regulate the introduction of pas¬ 
sengers thought to be pitipor*. criminal*, 
etc., it i* void.

Contrary to noma rather freoly-cxpressod 
opinions, Masonfdid not leave tbo city, but 
was proiupflv on hnud yesterday morning 
for UU trial in the C.ty Court. He was tried 
on the warrant on which he had been ar¬ 
ticled the evening liefore, and which was 
sworn out by Mr. John E. Green, President 
of the Second National Bank, l ending the 
trial, four more w at rants were sworn out 
a£ftin»t biin for the tamo olfenve, to-wit, 
hypothecating fraudulent warehouse receipts, 
by Mr. Green and by Mrl IV. S. Fowler, of 
the LouUville City National Bank. 

The prosecutiuti cnuduciedLby Capfc. 
Abbott, agisted by Mw>rs. iTullitt and 
Ilirris. and 31asun was defeuddd by Messrs. 
Seymour and HarrUou. Tlw first thing of 
note iu tbo evidence was the testimony of Mr. 
Green, when ho stated that his batik held 
warehouse receipt* issued by the defendant 
to the amount of between <(i,0CU and $7,000. 

Tho defonew ruwd tbo point that Die re¬ 
ceipt produced was nut a warehouHo receipt 
in tin r.tricl sen*cj of the term, because it 
wni not indorsed by the party of whom the 
tobacco was said to have been received. The 
(Hiiitt was decided against them, and Mr. 
Green continued his testimony with the 
statement that llm receipt* Imd been depos¬ 
ited with his bank as collateral security for 
ioAiis. It U always understood that th* par¬ 
ty l»y whom the receipt is drawn has the to¬ 
bacco stored in his warehouse. He can not 
lawfully dispose or it until he again has pos¬ 
session of the receipt 

Tho defense endeavored to show in the 
crcss-cxaminntiou that it was the custom of 
tho bauk to allow Mason to <hs|io*e of the 
tobacco before tho receipts had bsen sur¬ 
rendered. Tho witness stated thnt this was 
not the rasa since be had become Presl-lent 
of the hank, aud he did not know that it had 
ever occurred. Mason bad lol l him about a 
week ago that bo thong it lie might have 
duplicated ronto of the receipt-*. 

Mr, Allison, t.’nihler of the same bank, 
staled that ho had lir*t su-«|>ecied the bail 
slate of Mason's altairs about two week> 
ago. He hod gone down to his warehouse 
and the defendant showed him tt number of 
hogshead- ot to acew which he said wa-» the 
same as that upon which ; lie receipts had been 
i-sued. He made a person il examination 
We luesday and fouud the statement to Lo 
fnl*e. 

The c.ise was clos'- l for Lite Commonwealth 
with tncrfc witneKses, and, the defense intro¬ 
ducing no testimony, tho case wa* submitted. 
It was Agreed thnt one bond should be fixed 
t6 cover all live of the warrants, nud this 
Ju«Ujl Tnomjw'm phtred at $10,000. Louis 
Heel bach, who had become ld< surety the 
evening before, made hD ap;icarance lu court 
and stated that ho desired to he released of 
his res)>ou*ibility. Mason couhl g.,-t no other 
bondsuian, aud was accordingly, seat to jail. 

A rv|sjrter called to see him yesterday af¬ 
ternoon and found him utterly broken dowu 
by bis imprisonment He was in the jail 
corridor half concealed behind a door, and 
tbntikmg from notice. 

'*1 haven’t got a word to say,” he re¬ 
marked. “My lawyers have ad vied iuo to 
say nothing, aud I won’t, with all kindneos* 
to you.” 

Tho reporter talked with him a while 
longer, Masou shifting restlessly about, and

They wore 
drawn to hi* bier bv a genuine and out&pok*u 
grief soiebun wnucs-e-l. His death tux*far* 
ered a chord that bound tho mulliludt to 
him in the bunds of love, admiration and is- 
paid. Tlmt admiration had not been cugoB- 
dered.by nuv grand exploits amid tbo buty 
scenes of tbo outer worid, but ttii germs had 
b'-cn implanted m the silent shades of tbo 
sick chamber where hi* gent leiies* and devo¬ 
tion inspired faith m hi* skill, uud Ure iieHe 
ciforts to relieve sufiornig filled those witn 
whom bo came in contact with an unwater¬ 
ing confidencu iu hi* judguieut os a physi¬ 
cian. 

Tho lofty testimonial of resect for his 
memory, which wo* manifested yesterday, 
caiuo from uo particular sect, class or con¬ 
dition, bat as a spontaneous outburst of 
gnef from ulk who bad known him in what¬ 
ever walk of life they bad met him.
